KANSAS CITY, Nov. 17—Carl | 


Austin Hall had in his possession 
almost all of the $600,000 Green- 
lease ransom money when he was 
arrested by St. Louis police Oct. 
6, he said in his sworn confes- 
sion, read today in United States 
District Court, where he is on 
trial. 

Ah intensive nation-wide 
search for $303,720 of the miss- 
ing ransom money has been 


conducted since the arrest of 
Hall and his co-conspirator, 
Bonnie Emily Brown Heady. At 
St. Louis police reported they 
recovered only $296,280 of the 
ransom. 

Hall, who has admitted kid- 
naping and murdering 6-year- 
old Bobby Greenlease, also 
told of a mysterious man and 
woman who appeared in or 
near the Town House, apart- 
ment hotel at 5316 Pershing 
avenue, St. Louis, shortly 
after he was arrested by Po- 
lice Lt. Louis Shoulders and 
Patrolman er Dolan. 

Lt. Shoulders, who broke 
the kidnaping case when he 
arrested Hall bat then re- 
signed from the police force 
in anger at a departmental in- 
quiry inte police conduct of 
the investigation, had sug- 
gested that Hall was “rolled” 
when he spent Monday night, 
Oct. 5, at a St. Louis county 
tourist court, Coral Court. 

“Il am positive neither of 
the officers (Lt. Shoulders or 
Patrolman Delan) carried any 
suitcases or brief case when 
we went to the squad car.” 
Hall said in telling of events 
the night of his arrest.’- 

“I never saw my suitcases 
after I left the apartment from 
the time of my arrest, with 
the exception of one time at 
the police station,” he de- 


elared. 

“While in the (Newstead) 
station I was being removed 
to another room for an inter- 
view and as I passed a door I 
observed the corner of one of 
these suitcases and saw some 
money in it.” 


“7 am certain,” Hall de- 
elared, “that at the time of my 
arrest I had ut $570,000 in

Bobby was 
struggling and kicking, so I took 
my .38-caliber revolver and fired 
what I believed to be two shots 
at Bobby’s head at close range. 

“I missed him on the first 
shot but the second one en- 
tered his head, causing him to 
bleed profusely and_ subse- 
quently die.

Television to St. Louis Jan. 1 


Post-Dispatch Station KSD-TV 
plans to bring color television to 
St. Louis on Jan. 1, George M. 
Burbach, general manager of the 
stathen, said today. 

“If our plans work out, KSD- 
TV will televise, in full color, the 
Tournament of Roses parade in 
Pasadena, Calif., on New Year's 
day.”’ Burbach said. 

“The National Broadcasting 
Co. will originate the program 
and hopes to transmit it to a lim- 
ited number of stations on its 
nationwide network. All plans 
are dependent on approval of 
NBC’s compatible color system 
by the Federal Communications 
Commission.” 

Burbach disclosed that the 
station has on order color tele- 
vision equipment which is ex- 
pected to arrive next month. He 
also revealed the American. Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Co. expects 
to start work soon on modifying 
existing transmission facilities in 
order to bring color television 
programs into St. Louis.

‘Mealy-Mouthed Statement.’ 

He charged that Brownell 
backed away from his original 
accusation against Truman with 
“a mealy-mouthed statement” 
that he did not intend to im- 
pugn the loyalty of any high 
official of the recent Democratic 
administration. In so doing, Tru- 
man said, Brownell lied again. 

The former President said 
that the American people are 
entitled to know the facts about 
the situation and “not just the 
misleading statements that this 
present Administration finds it 
politically expedient to make.” 

He said that since the Brownell 
charges were made in a speech | 
at Chicago Nov. 6 he has con- 
sulted with some of ‘his col- 
leagues who ‘‘worked with me | 
on this matter during my term | 
in office,” adding, 

“The facts,eas I have deter- | 
mined them in this 
are these: 

“In late 1945, the FBI was en- 
gaged in a secret investigation 
of subversive activities in this 
country. In this investigation 
the FBI’ was making an inten- 
sive-effort to verify and corro- 
borate certain accusations of 
ougeeneue made by confidential 
ormants. 

“A lengthy FBI report on this 
matter was sent to the White 
House in December 1945. The 
report contained many names in 
and out of Government Service 
concerning whom there were 
unverified accusations. Among 
the names mentioned, I now 
find, was Harry Dexter White. 
who had been in the Treasury 
Department for many years and 
who was at that time an assist- 
ant Secretary of the Treasury. 

“As best as I can now de- 
termine, I first learned of the 
accusations against White early 
in February 1946, when an FBI 
report specifically discussing ac- 
tivities of Harry Dexter White 
was brought to my attention. 
(White was appointed to the 
Monetary Fund Jan, 23.) 
The February report was de- 
livered to me by Gen. Vaughan 
(Harry Vaughan, the President's 
military aide) and was also 
brought to my personal atten- 
tion by Secretary of State 
Byrnes. This report showed that 
serious accusations had been 
made against White, but it 
pointed out it would be prac- 
tically impossible to prove those 
charges with the evidence at 
hand.” 

Discussion With ‘Secretaries. 

Immediately after the report 
on White was brought to his at- 
tention, Truman related, he sent 
a copy of it to Vinson, who was 
White’s immediate superior and 
sent along with it a covering 
note, dated Feb. 6, 1946. 

The note, the former Presi- 
dent said, read: 

“TI am inclosing you a memo- 
randum from the Secretary of 
State which came to me this 
morning. 

“IT suggest that you read it, 
keeping it entirely confidential 
and then, I think you, the Sec- 
retary of State and myself should

Unanswered Questions. 

Ferguson appeared on the CBS 
“Chronoscope” television show 
immediately after Truman spoke 
last night, and asserted Truman 
had failed to answer several 
questions that have been raised 
about the White affair. 

Ferguson said Truman should 
not have allowed the Senate to 
confirm the appointment of 
White without letting the Mone- 
tary Fund know of unfavorable 
FBI reports on White. Truman 
discussed one FBI report the day 
White was confirmed. 

The Senator said Truman could 
have “sent the name back to the 
Serate and then a reconsidera- 
tion could have taken place be- 
cause the rule says that it’s for 
two days that they can make 
such a reconsideration, It could 
have been withdrawn.” 

‘Doesn’t Name Hoover.’ 

Saying Truman indicated Con- 
gress was not told of the FBI 
report, Ferguson asserted that 
Truman “leaves the people to 
draw the conclusion that he used 
the Senate of the United States 
in order to create a decoy. . 
Sé6 that they (the FBI) could get 
a certain amount of evi- 
dence. .. .” 

Ferguson said he is concerned 
with “the fact that he (Truman) 
doesn't name J. Edgar Hoover 
(FBI director) although it was 
leaked out that Hoover had a 
specific agreement on this ely 
ter” and that “hoover had 
planned this to use this man as 
a decoy.”

President Truman’s orders.

made public today two letters 
that the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation had sent to the White 
House in 1945 and 1946 warning 
that Harry Dexter White and a 
number of other persons, includ- 
ing a White House aid, were 
leaking information which 
reached Soviet spies. 


Replying to former President 
Harry Truman's explanation last 
night that White had been re- 
tained in Government service so 
that he could be kept under sur- 
veillance, Brownell termer Tru- | 
man’s statement ex{raordinary, 
but he did not challenge it. 

The 1945 letter named Laugh- 
lin Currie who had been admin- 
istrative assistant to the late 
President Roosevelt, as one of 
the group. 

The 1946 letter said informa- 
tion had “come to the FBI 
“charging White as being a val- 
uable adjunct to an underground 
Soviet espionage organization.” 

Can’t Reveal Details. 

Brownell said he could not 
make public the detailed report 
which accompanied this letter 
“without jeopardizing confiden- 
tial sources of information and 
techniques of intelligence opera- 
tions.” 

Brownell, accompanied by 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
Director J. Edgar Hoover and 
others, shouldered his way into 
the big caucus room in the Sen- 
ate Office Building five min- 
utes before the open hearing be- 
gan at 2:30 o'clock (1:30 p.m. 
St. Louis time.) The arrival of 
the group, Hoover leading the 
way, was met with an unusual 
demonstration of applause. It 
Was announcéd that Hoover 
would testify also. 

Brownell had with him a 23- 
page prepared statement, devot- 
ed, in large measure, to an out- 
line of the contents of the FBI 
report on White and others sus- 
pected of Communist affiliations 
or espionage. 

Interested in Others. 

Much of what he had to say 
related to others than White 
and committee Chairman Wil- 
liam E. Jenner (Rep.), Indiana, 
in an opening statement, made 
the point that there were oth- 
ers than White--in. whom the 
committee was interested.

“It is of course extraor-

More Questions Raised. 
“Indeed it seems to me that 
this explanation of White’s ap- 
pointment—that is that he was.

trap him as a spy raises more 
questions than it answers.” 

It was noted that Brownell, 
despite his expressed skepticism, 
did not specifically deny Tru- 
man’s explanation that it was 
for exactly that reason White 
was retained.

The “Park Ride Limited” bus 
service for motorists parking 
their automobiles in Forest Park 
carried 176 passengers to the 
downtown section today, second 
day of the service.

Still Open for Govern- 
ment to Offer State 
Drouth Aid. 


Secretary of Agriculture Ezra 
Taft Benson, winding up a 
seven-state tour of drouth- 
stricken areas with a swing 
through northeast Missouri, said 
here last - ight he believes the 
Federal Government can reach 
agreement with+-Gov. Phil M. 
Donnelly on an emergency aid 
program f r the state’s farmers. 

Benson then requested State 
Agriculture Commissioner L. C. 
Carpenter to present to the Gov- 
ernor a “simplified” version of 
the federal plan for paying part 
of the cost of transporting hay 
to drouth areas. Robert L. Far- 
director of Benson’s 
drouth relief program, also was 
instructed to confer with Don- 
nelly in the rear future. 

Federal Restrictions, 


Missouri and the Agriculture 
Department have disagreed over 
the hay transportation program, 
principally because of Federal 
restrictions limiting farmers 
eligible to come under the plan 
to those whose herds are threat- 
ened with extinction -or their 
livelihood endangered. 


Accompanied by state Repub- 
lican leaders and farm officials 
who met him yesterday after- 
noon at Quincy, Ill, Benson 
made an automobile tour of 
Marion, Shelby, Monroe, Au- 
drain, Warren, Montgomery and 
St. Charles counties. 


They are among 29 northern 
Missouri counties which the 
Agriculture Department has re- 
fused to designate. as drouth dis- 
aster areas, which would make 
them eligible for Federal aid. 
Eighty-one Missouri counties 
have been listed by the depart- 
ment as drouth areas. 


Conditions in the seven coun- 
ties he visited on the quick trip 
“are not nearly as serious as in 
some other states,” Benson de- 
clared. He said he will “reap- 
praise” the question of designat- 
ing the 29 counties as drouth 
areas when he returns to Wash- 
ington. 

Benson said conditions in the

Benson said he con- 
ferred with farm leaders and 
state officials in many places.

Agriculture De- 
partment program. 

Discussing that part of the 
program designed to cope with 
drouth conditions and a surplus 
of livestock, Benson said he 
found “a uniform expression of 
complete satisfaction,” adding 
that “the programs are working, 
and working very effectively.”

a 1953 act of the Legislature 
which would have allowed some 
non-teaching employes of the 
St. Louis Board of Education to 


transfer out of the public school 
retirement system and come un- 
der social security instead, 


Judge S. P. Dalton, held that the 
section of the law providing for 
exclusion of non-teaching em- 
ployes from the retirement plan 
was invalid because it impaired 
the obligation of contract. The 
other six judges concurred en 
banc in the ruling. 


The act, passed at the last 
session of the Legislature, in- 
cluded a provision excluding 
most of the 1500 non-teaching 
employes of the Board of Edu- 
cation from the St. Louis Public 
School Retirement System, and 
provided for transfer of these 
employes to federal social secu- 
rity coverage. 

Following enactment of the 
law, a group of non-teaching em- 
ployes sought a writ cf man- 
damus to compel trustees of the 
retirement system to transfer 
payments the employes had 
made into the retirement system 
to an “equity fund.” 

Use of ‘Equity Fund.’ 

The “equity fund” in turn 
would have been used to make 
payments for these employes 
qualifying them for social secu- 
rity benefits. 

Trustees of the retirement sys- 
tem sought a court ruling on the

SESSION WOULD 


BACK GIIY TAX 
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Tucker to Resume Out- 
State Tour Tomorrow 
to Win Support for 
Earnings Levy. 


Mayor Raymond R. Tucker 
said last night he is confident 
the Missouri Legislature will ex- 
tend the authority of St. Louis 
to levy the earnings tax, if it is 
called into special session by 
Gov. Phil M. Donnelly for that 
purpose. 

Tucker, who will] resume his 
outstate tour in behalf of the 
city’s vital revenue measure to- 
morrow, told of his efforts to 
win backing for renewal of the 
earnings tax in a “Report toe 
the People” talk on Post-Dis- 
patch television station KSD-TV, 
He reported he had met with 
about a third of the state’s 191 
Legislators in regional meetings 
last month, and expected to call 
on the others during eight more 
meetings beginning tomorrow at 
Chillicothe. As on his previous 
trip, Tucker will be accompanied 
by former Mayor Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann. 

“The responses on our trip 
have been most encouraging,” 
the Mayor said. “Some Legisla- 
tors who formerly expressed 
some animosity towards the 
earnings tax arte now speaking 
favorably of it. | 
“I am confident that when they 
understand our problems and our 
needs, they will give us what 
we desire. All weare asking for 
is the right to tax ourselves and 
to pay our own bills.” 

The city must obtain permis- 
sion of the Legislature to enact 
an earnings tax ordinance be- 
cause it does not have that 
power under its charter, Tucker 
explained. 

The purpose of his trip, he 
said, is not only to explain the 
city’s financial problems to out- 
state legislators, but to obtain 
a showing of support for its 
request, 

When he discussed the need 
for a special session with Gov, 
Donnelly, he said, the Governor 
was hesitant about calling one 
without some assurance the tax 
renewal measure had some 
chance of passage. 

The Mayor expressed the 
hope that a special session 
would be called, pointing out 
that the tax will expire next 
April 1 unless continued by the 
Legislature before then.

$600,000 ransom was paid. 

Earlier in his confession, Hall 
said he had had a kidnaping in 
mind for at least two years. “I 
believed that kidnaping was the 
one crime I could commit once 
and obtain a large sum of 
money,” he explained. “How- 
ever, up to April 24, 1953, I had 
i picked out any specific vic- 
im.” 

He said he knew Greenlease 
was “extremely wealthy” and 
also knew from newspaper ac- 
counts that he had two children.

Greenlease Family in Europe. 

After Mrs. Heady agreed to 
participate in the crime, he con- 
tinued, he found out by making 
telephone calls to the Green- 
lease home and Greenlease Mo- 
tor Co, that the family was in 
Europe but was expected back 
in September. 

About two weeks before the 
actual kidnaping, Mrs. Heady 
and Hall drove to the Green- 
lease home and watched Mrs.

The plotters followed 
in Mrs. Heady’s station wagon 
and noted what time Greenlease 
left home and the exact time 
when he arrived at school.

Attempt That Failed. 


Describing the attempt to kid- 
nap the Greenlease daughter, 
Mrs. Heady said: 

“Some time during the mid- 
dle of September, Carl and I 
followed Mrs. Greenlease from 
the Greenlease home to the 
school Virginia Sue attended 
and then to the Plaza district of 
Kansas City, Mo. 

“Carl parked my station wagon 
near the place where the Green- 
lease Cadillac was parked, and 
we noticed that Virginia Sue 
had remained in the Cadillac, 
while her mother had gone to 
the drug store. 

“Carl left the station wagon, 
walked across to where Virginia 
Sue was sitting in the Cadillac 
to determine whether or not he 
could abduct her then and there, 
but when he approached the 
car, Virginia Sue was in the 
act of alighting, and ran down 
the street in the opposite direc- 
tion to the drug store. 

“Then Carl returned to the 
car, and advised me that he 
would not have been able to 
abduct Virginia Sue because she 
would have created a scene and 
disturbance and he _ possibly 
would have been apprehended 
in the very act of abducting 
her.” . 

Mrs. Heady, in her confession, 
made statements tending to 
show that the kidnapers arrived 
in St. Louis early Oct. 5 with 
the full $600,000 ransom still in 
their possession. An _ intense 
search is being made by author- 
ities for $303,720 of the ransom 
that has not been recovered. 

In her statement to FBI 
agents, Mrs. Heady said she has 
no recollection of any stops be- 
ing made on the ride to St. 
Louis after the ransom was 
picked up, although she was 
drinking and dozing en route. 

She told how she and Hall 
drove to an alley in South St. 
Louis to transfer the ransom 
from its original duffel bag to 


the French Institute of Notre 
Dame de Sion, a private school. 

Wan and apparently somewhat 
bewildered, she was accom- 
panied by another nun who sat 
just inside the room near the 
press table. 

Speaking in such a low voice 
that even the jurors, sitting only 
a few feet away, could hardly 
hear her, Sister Morand told of 
Mrs. Heady’s visit to the school 
to get Bobby.

She said, ‘We 
were shopping at the Plaza and 
Mrs. Greenlease had a heart at- 
tack,’ that they had taken her 
and they were on the way to 
the hospital. I asked what hos- 
pital and she said St. Mary’s. 

“I said I was very sorry it 
happened to Mrs. Greenlease, 
that Mother Superior wasn’t 
here so I couldn't call her. I 
asked her (Mrs. Heady) if she 
would like to go to the chapel, 
say a prayer for Mrs. Greenlease, 
and she stepped in. 

“I left her there and went up- 
stairs to the classroom and told 
the teacher, in French, that Mrs. 
Greenlease was very ill and 
asked to see Bobby, that his 
aunt was downstairs. The sister 
told Bobby his aunt was down- 
stairs, but didn’t tell him the 
mother was very ill.” 

Bobby put his books in his 
desk and started to take off his 
school cross, but his teacher told 
him to keep wearing it, Sister 
Morand related. The boy went 
to Mrs. Heady “without any re- 
action,” the witness continued. 
Mrs. Heady told Bobby: “We're 
going to see Mama,” and they 
left, Sister Morand added. 

About noon the Mother As- 
sistant telephoned the Green- 
lease home to find out how Mrs.

Testimony by another FBI 
agent, Francis Lundquist, of St. 
Louis, resulted in Harold Hull, 
attorney for Mrs. Heady, asking 
questions of a witness for the 
first time since the hearing be- 
gan. After Hull testified that 
he took the kidnapers’ finger- 
prints in St. Louis, Hull asked 
the witness if the FBI had issued 
a false identification of Mrs. 
Heady as a result of the finger- 
prints. 


Lundquist replied he had no 
knowledge that the erroneous 
statement, in which Mrs, Heady 
was described as having a long 
police record, was the result of 
the fingerprints. 

J. R. Meigs, FBI. agent of St. 
Louis, identified printing sam- 
ples he took from Hall and Mrs. 
Heady in St. Louis. The sam- 
ples were introduced in evi- 
dence. 

Chief of Detectives Eugene 
Pond of Kansas City took the 
stand briefly to outline the 
part played by Kansas City po 
lice in early stages of the kid- 
naping case. 

The fact that the boy was 
murdered in Kansas, after being 
kidnaped in Missouri, made it 
possible to indict Hall and Mrs. 
Heady under the federal kid- 
naping law. 

Following a late afternoon re- 
cess, Mrs. Heady looked search- 
ingly at Hall across the table. 
He seemed aware she was star- 
ing at him but he kept his eyes 
on the floor, During the day 
she had looked at him several

but dropped out because of 
poor grades. In 1938, when he 
was 18, he enlisted in the Ma- 
rine Corps and stayed in for 
eight years. 

Except for Guadalcanal, Hall 
was in every major engagement 
of the First Marine Division in 
World War II, his lawyer said.

The record shows 
he was drinking and that is why 
he was often late, thus becom- 
ing A.W.O.L., 

“He was discharged under 
honorable conditions. When he 
came back, he was hard and cal- 
loused. He never had to work 
and never learned the value of 
a dollar. His father left him a 
fortune. His mother doubled it. 
He wes discharged in 1946 and 
$200,000 was laid in his hands. 
In a short time the money was 
gone. 

‘Money Everything.’ 

“Money was everything to 
him. He never expected to do 
a day’s work. With his money 
gone and not knowing anything, 
he planned and schemed for 
easy money. 

“This was a terrible crime. 
It’s not my duty to tell you 
what the punishment should be 
but under those circumstances 
of drinking, any sense of de- 
cency of life would be buried. 
He would even take the life of 
a child, conceal it and get the 
money. ? 

“These are mitigating facts 
and these things should be con- 
sidered in determining whether 
his life should be takén or he 
should be given [fife imprison- 
ment.”

, CARL AUSTIN HALL, make 
[ine following voluntary state- 

ment to A. S. Reeder and 
Finis Y. Sims, who have identi- | 
fied themselves to be special | 
agents of the Federal Bureau of | 
Investigation, U.S. Department) 
of Justice. No threats or prom- 
ises of any kind have been made 
to me, and Mr. Reeder and Mr. 
Sims have told me that 1 do 
not have to make any statement 
and that. if I do the statement 
can be used in courts against 
me. They have also told me 
that I need not make any state- 
ment without first talking to a 
lawyer. 

I was born at Kansas City, 
Mo., July 1, 1919, the son of 
John and Zella Hall. Both of 
my parents are now dead, and I 
have no brothers or sisters. At 
the time of my mother’s death 
my inheritance from my father’s 
estate was vdlued at approxi- 
mately $200,000. 

Mother Died in 1934. 

My mother died in 1934, I at- 
tended grade school at Pljeasan- 
ton, Kan., and Kemper Military 
Academy, Boonville, Mo., from 
1934 until the close of the school 
year 1936. I graduated from 
the Pleasanton (Kan.) high 
school in 1937. I also attended 
one semester at William Jewell 
College at Liberty, Mo. I joined 
the U.S. Marines at Kansas City 
in 1938, and received an honor- 
yond discharge in January of 


I was formerly married to 
Irene Holmes Hall, but she di- 
vorced me in 1950. There were 
no children of this marriage. 

I wish to say that relative to 
planning a kidnaping, I have had 
it in mind for at least two years. 
I believed that kidnaping was 
the one crime I could commit 
once and obtain a large sum of 
money. However, up to 4-24-53 
I had not picked out any speci- 
fic victim to kidnap. 


I knew that Robert C. Green- 
lease was extremely wealthy. I 


kidnaping, I purchased a 50- 
pound sack of lime at the Saw- 
yer Material Co., 530 Westport 
road, Kansas City, Mo. I pur- 
chased this lime to be used in 
the disposal of the victim’s body. 
I had read some time in the past 


that “hot” lime would quickly 


eradicate human flesh and bone. 
I purchased this lime for about 
85 cents, and upon returning 
to Bonnie Heady’s home in St. 
Joseph, Mo., I stored the lime 
in the basement of her home. 
Also preparatory to the kidnap- 
ing I pugchased a long-handled, 
true-tempered shovel at the Hat- 
field Hardware Store on Fred- 
erick avenue, St. Joseph, Mo., 
on Saturday, Sept. 26, 1953, at 
around 4 p.m. I purchased this 
shovel for the sole purpose of 
digging the grave for Bobby 
Greenlease prior to the kidnap- 
ing, also prior to the kidnaping, 
the exact date I do not re- 
call, I purchased a .38-caliber 
Smith & Wesson revolver at 
Uncle Sam’s loan office, located 
on Minnesota avenue, Kansas 
City, Kan. At the same time I 
also purchased one or two boxes 
of ammunition for this revolver. 
as well as some ammunition for 
the revolver owned by Bonnie 
Heady. 


Bought Writing Paper. 

I purchased at a variety store 
in St. Joseph, Mo., a pad of hy- 
tone linen finish writing paper 
and at the United States Post 
Office some stamped envelopes 
to be used in sending the ransom 
letterg in connection with this 
case. I decided that the ransom 
amount would be $600,000. I ar- 
rived at this figure because I 
had previously read in some 
magazine or other periodical an 
article giving the weight and 
size of a package containing a 
$1,000,000 in $t0 and $20 bills. 
I recalled that a $1,000,000 
would be too bulky to handle 
but that $600,000 in $10 and $20 
bills would weigh approximately 
80 to 85 pounds. I thought. if 
this amount were placed in a 


’ 


duffel bag, it would not be too 
awkward or unwieldly for me to 
handle in comparative safety. I 
decided to direct in the ransom 
notes that the money be obtained 
from the 12 Federal Reserve 
Bank districts, as I believed the 
bills would be serialized and the 
lists published to the general 
public, and if they all came from 
one Federal Reserve Bank, it 
would be too easy to check, but 
having the money gollected from 
the 12 Federal Reserve Banks 
would be more confusing for 
anyone to check. 

Also in preparation for the 
kidnaping, I purchased from the 
Western Auto Supply at St. 
Joseph, Mo, two pieces of. blue 
plastic sheeting. I purchased 
this plastic sheeting because I 
believed the duffel bag which 
would contain the ransom money 
would be treated by some chem- 
ical or powder which, if handled, 
would transmit a stain to my 
hands or clothing, which would 
assist in identifying me, if ap- 
prehended, as the kidnaper. 
Therefore, the plastic sheeting 
was to wrap the duffel bag and 
thus prevent any chemical or 
powder from being transmitted 
to my hands. I purchased anoth- 
er piece of blue plastic sheeting 
to wrap around the victim’s body 
when placing it in its grave. 

Trip .o Kansas City. 

One evening prior to the kid- 
naping, exact date not recalled, 
Bonnie Heady and I drove to 
Kansas City, Mo., in her blue 
Plymouth station wagon, and I 
purchased an issue of the news- 


also knew from newspaper, ac- 
counts that Mr. Greenlease had 
two children living at his resi- 
dence with him. I then placed 
a ficticious call to the Green- 
lease home and spoke to an in- 
dividual who claimed she was 
the maid. From the maid I as- 
certained the ages of the chil- 
dren, what school they attended, 
and other pertinent data. 

Meeting With Mrs. Heady. 

I met Mrs. Bonnie Emily 
Heady at a cocktail lounge in 
the Robidoux Hotel, St. Joseph, 
Mo., in about the latter part of 
May 1953, and began living with 
ber as husband and wife in a 
tommon-law relationship. About 
the middle of June 1953, I began 
to discuss with her the details 
of kidnaping Bobby Greenlease, 
pointing out to her that she 
would only have to participate 
in luring Bobby from the French 
Institute of Notre Dame de Sion 
and use her home to keep the 
child until the ransom was paid. 

Upon securing Bonnie Heady’s 
consent to participate in this 
kidnaping, I later placed an- 
other teléphone call to both the 
Greenlease residence and to the 
Greenlease Motor Co. 

I was informed that the fam- 
fly at that time were in Europe 
but were expected to return 
some time the first week in 
September in order that the 
children could commence their 
schoel work. 

About two weeks prior to the 
actual abduction, Bonnie Heady

I located this newspaper ad, and 
clipped it from the newspaper. 
Later I pasted this clipping on 
the outside of the envelope con- 
taining the first ransom letter. 

On Sunday, Sept. 27, 1953, I 
had convinced Bonnie that it 
would be necessary to kill Bob- 
by Greenléease due to the fact, 
f he were released alive, he 
might be able to identify both 
of us as well as Bonnie’s auto- 
mobile used in the abduction 
and her home in St. Joseph, Mo. 
On Sunday, Sept. 27, 1953, I 
took the long-handled shovel, 
which I had previously pur- 
chased, and dug a grave, for 
Bobby Greenlease on the prop- 
erty owned by Bonnie Heady. I 
dug this grave in the area im- 
mediately north of the back 
porch of Bonnie Heady’s home, 
1021 S. Thirty-eighth street, St. 
Joseph, Mo. It took me nearly 
the entire day to dig this grave, 
as I would dig for about an hour, 
then enter the house and rest, 
and then return until the grave 
was completed. As I recall, this 
grave was approximately three 
feet deep and about five feet 
long. 

First Ransom Letter. 

After digging the grave on 
Sunday, Sept. 27, 1953, Bonnie 
and I, while in Bonnie’s resi- 
dence, prepared the first ran- 
som letter. Bonnie handprinted 
the message, which in substance 
advised the Greenlease family, 
“Your boy has been kidnaped. 
Get $600,000 in $20 and $10 
bills.” It instructed that when 
Mr. had the money, 
he was to insert an advertise- 
ment in the K s City Star 
veer: Peg tdy “'?* you in 
Chicago n Sunday. Mr. G.” 
I was present at the time Bon- 


school. We followed him in Bon- 
nie Heady’s blue station wagon, 
and observed what time Mr. 
Greenlease would leave the 
home and what time the boy 
was jeft at the school. 

Gn two occasions prior to the 
abduction, I followed Mrs. 
Greenlease from the home to 
the school which Virginia Sue 
Greenlease attends and then to 
the French Institute of Notre 
Dame de Sion, where Bobby 
Greenlease would be picked up 
by his mother. 

Considered Abducting Girl. 

At one time @uring the plan- 
ning stage I considered the pos- 
sibility of appearing at the 
Greenlease home in the absence 
of the parents and at pitsol 
point abducting Bobby from his 
home. I consistently planned to 
kidnap Bobby Greenlease Jr., 
but had also given some consid- 
eration to the abduction of Vir- 
ginia Sue. 

About two weeks prior to 
Sept. 28, 1953, Bonnie Heady 
and I followed Mrs. Greenlease 
and Virginia Sue, who were in 
a blue Cadillac sedan, from 
Virginia’s school to the Plaza 
area, Kansas City, Mo., where 
Mrs. Greenlease parked the 
Cadillac near a large drug 
store. Bonnie and I observed 
Mrs. Greenlease alight from the 
the drug store.

nie Heady handprinted this let- 
ter, and made numerous sug- 
gestions to her relative to the 
spelling in its preparation. I then 
placed the note in an envelope 
on the outside of which I pasted 
the name “‘Greenlease” which I 
had cut from The Daily Okla- 


homan _newspaper I had pre-; 


viously purchased. I then placed 
this envelope in a larger one 
and addressed this envelope to 
Mr. Robert Greenlease, 2600 
Verona road, Kansas City, Mo. 
On Monday, Sept. 28, 1953, 
Bonnie and I arose earlier than 
usual, and around 7:30 a.m. we 
got into her blue Plymouth sta- 


tion wagon and drove via U.S. |. 
Highway 71 to Kansas City, Mo., |

Watch Boy’s Arrival. 

We sat in this parked car, 
and at about 8:50 a.m. we ob- 
served Mr. Greenlease and Bob- 
by Greenlease in the blue 
Cadillac entering the _ school 
grounds. Bobby got out of the 
automobile and entered the 
school. 


I was then positive that Bobby 
would be ‘at the school during} 
‘normal school hours. 


Bonnie 
and I then drove to the vicinity of 
Fortieth and Main, Kansas City, 
Mo., where I parked the blue 
station wagon on Main street 
near the Katz parking lot lo- 
cated at that intersection. 

I loitered in this vicinity wait- 
ing for Bonnie to return with 
the victim,

tion to, but merely uttered 
phrases “six hundred thousand,”

in her station wagon to St. Jo- | 
seph, Mo. 

On Thursday evening, Oct. 1, 
1953, I observed in the personal 
column of the Kansas City Star. 
to which Bonnie regularly sub- 
scribes, the following ad: “M. 
Meet me in Chicago Sunday— 
G.” This was the contact I had 
been waiting for, as I had 
previously instructed the Green- 
lease family to place this item 
in the paper when they had the 
ransom money prepared. I did 
not go to Kansas City at all on 
Thursday. 

Friday, Oct. 2, 1953, I drove to 
. | Kansas City and placed a tele- 
iphone call to the Greenlease 
residence, identifying myself as 
“M.”" I attempted to disguise 
my voice with my handkerchief, 
as in the preceding call, and 
ended the conversation by say- 
ing “tonight,” and hung up. 
then statted to lay out a pay-off 
route. The first point of con- 
tact was at Twenty-ninth and 
Holmes, Kansas City, Mo., where 
I placed a note with instructions 
to go to Forty-second and Char- 
lotte, Kansas City, Mo., and look 
under a mail box on the corner. 
I fastened this note to the bot- 
tom of the mail box with some 
adhesive tape which I had 
bought at Herman's drug store 
in St. Joseph, Mo. 


At the same time I had also 
purchased some red chalk at 
Katz drug store in North Kan- 
sas City, and I used. this chalk to 
mark a rock at the corner of 
Forty-second and Charlotte. This 
mark was a red cross, and under 
this rock I placed a second note 
of instructions which directed 
the Greenlease family to deposit

I drove this car to 
Kansas City, and Bonnie drove 
the station wagon to Kansas 
City where the station wagon 
was left on the parking lot of 
a filling - station across from 
Lynn’s tavern in North Kansas 
City, Mo.

Description of Murdet. 

Bobby had not offered any 
resistance and had not made any 
outcries, but seemed interested 
in his ride and appeared to be 
enjoying himself during the trip. 
After stopping the car I got oat 
on the driver’s side, went to the 
rear and let the tailgate down, 
then laid out the blue plastic 
sheet, I then went around the

driver and entered the car.’ 


front seat, but Bonnie had left 
the car and was walking up a 
hedge row at the rear of the car. 
I had a piece of rope, which was 
part of a clothes line I had ob- 
tained from Bonnie’s home. I 
then placed this rope around 
Bobby's neck and endeavored to 
strangle him. This rope was 12 
inches or 15 inches long and 
was too short for me to hold in 
my hand and get a good twist. 
I realized then that I would be 
unable to strangle the victim. 
Bobby was struggling and kick- 
ing, so I took my .38 caliber re- 
volver and fired what I believe 
to be two shots at Bobby’s head 
at close range. 

I missed him on the first shot, 
but the second one entered his 
head, causing him to bleed pro- 
fusely and subsequently die. I 
do not remember exactly what 
position Bobby was in at the 
time of his death, but I believe 
I had pushed him down on the 
floor board of the Plymouth. Be- 
cause of his profuse bleeding 
from the head I pulled him out 
of the station wagon on the side 
epposite the driver and placed 
him on the ground: 

Wrapped in Plastic Sheet. 

I was certain at this point that 
the victim was dead, so I picked 
him up and placed him on the 
plastic sheet in the rear of the 
station wagon, wrapping fiim in 
this sheet and covering the body 
over with the old comforter 
which was in the station wagon. 
This old comforter had been in 
the station wagon for some time 
and was used by Bonnie’s dog to 
lie when he was riding in the 
car. . 

During the actual killing Bon- 
nie had walked to the rear of 
the station wagon up along the 
hedge row, and at the present 
time I cannot recall whether or 
not she had her dog with her. 
After the shooting, Bonnie re- 
turned to the station wagon and 
got in the car. I drove, dhd 
she sat in the front seat oppo- 
site the driver. .I then drove 
back to Kansas City, Mo. *J 
believe I turned off, Highway

but I do not definitely recall 
changing the license plates on 
the Plymouth station wagon at 
this point. I drove in behind 
Lynn’s tavern to a parking. lot, 
and Bonnie went into the tavern 
and brought me a drink of 
whisky. I could not enter the 
tavern because the blue shark- 
skin suit I was wearing was 
smeared with the victim’s blood. 
It was even spattered on my 
face. I was in an extremely nerv- 
ous state and was afraid if I 
entered the tavern someone 
would question me as to the 
source of the blood stains. I 
believe Bonnie brought me one 
or two drinks from the tavern. 

After obtaining the liauor, 


_drove Bonnie’s station wagon 


into the basement of her home 
and unloaded Bobby’s 
placing it on the basement floor. 
I then removed the Jerusalem 
medal which was pinned to Bob- 
by’s shirt. Bonnie went around 
and opened the door at the top 
of the basement steps. I carried 
the body .upstairs through the 
kitchen and into the yard. I 
then laid it in the grave, and 
covered it with lime which I ob- 
tained from the garage. I par- 
tially filled the grave with ap- 
proximately six-inches of dirt. 
I instructed Bonnie to finish 
filling the grave while I used 
the garden hose in an attempt 
to wash blood stains and fresh

When I had completed this 
operation to my satisfaction I 


_then left alone in the station

Went to Basement. 


When I arrived at Bonnie’s 
home, I went to the basement, 
obtained some turpentine, gaso- 
line, and other cleaning ma- 
terials, and attempted to clean 
the basement.

Answers to Questions. 

I told Mrs. Greenlease I would 
endeavor to get Bobby to answer 
these questions for her and call 
her back within an hour.

mained in bed all day. I then 
went out and started laying out

| nally decided on a spot on county

way 40. The exact snot was a 
bridge about a mile from high- 
way 40. 


City, Mo., in the rented Ford 
and at a Katz drug store lo- 
cated at Linwood and Troost I 
again called the Greenlease 
home and talked to a man who 
said he was Mr. Ledterman. I! 
apologized to Mr. Ledterman 
for being delayed in making con- 
tact. I believe this call was 
made at approximately 8:30 p.m. 
on Sunday, Oct. 4, 1953. I 
identified myself to Mr. Ledter- 
man as “M,” and told Mr. Led- 
terman I was going to make the 
pay-off very simple and that 
Mr. Ledterman could expect the 
child back within 24 hours. I 
also told Mr. Ledterman to go 
to Pittsburg, Kan., and wait for 
a message addressed to him in 
care of Western Union at that 
city. I stated this message 
would tell him where Bobby 
could be picked up. 


At this time I told Mr. Ledter- 
man that I would call him at 
exactly 11:30 p.m. at telephone 
VA. 9279. Due to the fact I had 
been drinking quite freely | for- 
got to tell Mr. Ledterman the 
location of the telephone, but 
recall it was a hotel near Lin- 
wod and Troost near the LaSalle 
Hotel. I finally advised Mr. 
Ledterman that the hotel ended 
with the letters “shire,” stating 
that I myself could not remem- 
ber the correct name of the ho- 
tel in which the phone booth 
was located. I now know this 
to be the Berkshire Hotel. 

Called Ledterman. 

I called Ledterman, as 
arranged, at exactly 11:30 p.m. 
at VA. 9279, making the phone 
call from the pay phone in a 
filling station on the south side 
of U.S. Highway 40 between 
Blue Ridge and Stephenson's 
cafe. At the time of this call | 


on U.S. Highway 40 past Ste- 
phenson’s cafe to road 10E and 
then turn south on this road 
for about one mile until he 
came to a bridge, where Ledter- 
man should throw the duffel bag 
containing the money out on the 
right side of the road on the 
north side of this bridge. I re. 
member parking near this filling 
station from which I made the 
phone call until I saw a dark 
Cadillac go by, proceeding east 
on Highway 40 with two men in 
it whom I took to be Mr. Ledter- 


I then returned to Kansas / 


‘and all dvring the evening | 
| had stopped at various places to 
obtain whisky. Bonnie and I 
also had a bottle of whisky in 
the car: I had consumed a great 
deal of it, and was in quite a 
drunken condition at the time 
we left Kansas City en route to 
St. Louis. 
Changed License Plates. 

I drove the rented Ford from 
Kansas City to St. Louis, Mo., 
leaving Kansas City on Highway 
40. I was quite heavily intoxi- 
cated, but do recall that shortly 
after leaving Kansas City I 
stopped, changed license plates 
on the rented Ford, took a flash- 
light and looked into the army 
duffel bag, worked a package 
of bills estimated in the amount 
of $6000 through the opening in 
the duffel bag, and placed this 
money in my pocket. 


I also recall stopping at a 
filling station and all-night cafe 
at Boonville, Mo.; however, I 
cannot recall whether I made 
any purchases at this cafe, but 
believe I did replenish the gaso- 
| line supply at the filling station. 
| En route, Bonnie was sleep- 
,ing, but periodi¢ally would 
|awaken, take another drink of 
| whisky, smoke another cigarette, 
and then go back to sleep. 


To the best of my recollec- 
tion, Bonnie and I arrived in St. 
Louis, Mo., about 6 a.m., Oct. 5, 
1953. We still were in posses- 
‘sion of the Ford automobile 
'which had been previously rent- 
ed at St. Joseph, Mo. We first 
‘Stopped at a bar, and I made a 
telephone call to Barney Patton 
| to contact McCord-Bell automo- 
|bile rental agency and destroy 
(or alter the records reflecting 
| that the Ford was rented in 
'Bonnie Heady’s name. I believe 
this call was made to Mr. Pal- 
,ton’s home. 


| I called a taxicab, believed to 
| be a Yellow cab, and Bonnie and 
I proceeded to another bar at 
‘around 8 a.m., Oct. 5, 1953. I 
remained in this bar for approxi- 
mote'y 20 minutes at which time 
I left in the Yellow cab and 
purchased two suitcases from an 
‘Army store, the location of 
Which I do not recall. I returned 
to this car with the luggage, 
which was bought for the pur- 
pose of carrying the ransom 
money. After returning to this 
bar, the same eab driver, Bonnie, 
and I drove to where I had 
|parked the blue Ford sedan. 
After paying the cab driver, 
| Bonnie and I entered the Ford 
/and drove around St. Louis look- 
'ing for a suitable place where 
| we could transfer the ransom 
_money from the Army duffel bag 
_to the suitcases without attract- 
‘ing too much attentior. I do not 
‘recall the exact address, but ¢o 
lrecall driving into an alley, 
and believe the street in front 
Of the alley was Wyoming. 


Cuts Rope of Bag. 


I got out of the Ford, opened 
up the trunk, removed the army 
duffel bag, and then Bonnie and 


‘I endeavored to untie the knot 
told Ledterman to proceed east |0n the duffel bag. 


In the ex- 
citement I was fumbling and un- 
able to quickly untie the knot, 
and Bonnie suggested that I cut 
the rope. I had a knife on a 
keychain which I used to cut the 
rope. I then opened up the two 
suitcases and dumped the money 
from the duffel bag into the two 
Suitcases. I do not recall wheth- 
er or not the $20 bills were on 
top in the duffel bag, as we paid 
no attention to these details. It 
was daylight, and we were taking 
a risk of being observed.

FIRST MET Carl Austin Hal] 
| curing the month of May 

1953. . . . This meeting took 
place at the Pony Express Bar, 
Robidoux Hotel, St. Joseph, Mo. 
This meeting was only a social 
contact in the bar, but subse- 
quently I took Hall to my home 
‘(in St. Joseph)... where he 
spent the night with me. About 
two days later Carl moved into 
my home, and we entered into 
a common-law relationship, co- 
habiting together ostensibly as 
husband and wife... . 

Carl and I lived a life of lei- 
cure. Carl had informed me he 
was an insurance salesman, 

Some time before the kidnap- 
ing, Carl Hall and I drove to 
Kansas City, Kan., where Carl 
purchased a %38-caliber Bankers 
Special revolver at Sam’s Loan 
Shop. At this time he also 
bought a holster and a box of 
cartridges for this gun: This 
was the revolver used on the day 
of the kidnapping to kill the 
Greenlease boy. 

Carl first+«mentioned his de- 
sire to perpetrate a kidnaping 
in about the middle of June, 
1953, at which time he had been 
living in my home only a short 
time. He informed me that this 
was one method of obtaining an 
exceptionally large amount of 
money quickly with a minimum 
chance of detection. When he 
first mentioned it, I did not 
believe he was serious, and dis- 
missed the thought. However, 
he became more and more ob- 
sessed with this idea, and shortly 
thereafter informed me that he 
definitely had picked out the 
victim, Bobby Greenlease. He 
related to me the background 
information he had obtained 
pertaining to the wealth of Mr. 
Greenlease Sr., the location and 
description of the home, and 
the age and description of Bobby 
Greenlease as well as the age 


cnd description of Bobby’s sis- | 


ter, Virginia Sue. 
Needed Her Help. 

At this time Carl informed me 
he would definitely need my 
services because he would be 
unable to forcibly abduct the 
child from the Greenlease 
home. He stated that my partici- 
pation would not resuit seriously 
if we were apprehended; that he 
would assume all responsibility 
for the planning and abduction; 
and that I merely would be a 
minor accessory and would not 
participate any further in the 
crime than to appear at the 
school under pretense; obtain 
the victim, and turn the victim 
over to him. 

At this time Carl did not men- 
tion murder of the victim, but 
stated he would hold the boy un- 
til the ransom was paid at which 
time he could release him. It 
was never my intention that the 
Greenlease boy would be taken 
to my home in St. Joseph, Mo. 
Carl peinted out to me that Mr. 
(reenlease was a verv wealthy 
man, and stated: “I intend to 
get a lot of it.” 


‘Infatuated With Carl.’ 

At this time I was, so infatu- 
ated with Carl that I... gave 
him my consent to participate 
in the kidnaping. As a result of 
our agreement, Car! and I, prior 
to the kidnaping, would drive to 
l.ansas City, Mo., in my blue 
station wagon, go to the Green- 
lease residence and there ob- 
serve Mr. Greenlease Sr. taking 
Bobby Greenlease to the French 
Institute of Notre Dame de Sion 
school. On these occasions we 
would clock the time it took for 
Mr. Greenlease to drive from 
the home to the school. 

Shortly thereafter Carl be- 
zan to mention the danger of 
Bobby Greenlease being able 
to identify me, and Carl began 
to mention that it would be 
necessary to dispose of Bobby 
Greenlease shortly after he 
was abdvrcted, stating “he is 
evidence.” 

It was not until Sunday, Sept. 
17, 1953, that it was definitely 
agreed between Carl*and me 
that it would be necessary to 
murder Bobby Greenlease, be- 
cause we were afraid he would 
be able to identify both of us 
and my blue Plymouth station 
waeee should he be released 
allve, 

Due to the fact I had been 
drinking steadily and heavily 
Since the divorce from my 
husband, my mind was not 
clear, and at this point I 
agreed with Carl that it 
would be necessary to dispose 
of Bobby Greenlease. On the 
morning of Sept. 27, 1953, 
Carl took a“ shovel from my 
basement and commenced to 
dig a grave for Bobby Green- 
lease. . . . Carl took nearly 
all day to dig this grave, and 
in the afternoon he came into 
the house, and 1 prepared in 
nandprinting ransom  iletter 
Ne, hi «ace 

On Sept. 29, 1953, I also pre- 
pared a second ransom letter, 
reiterating the information set 
out in the first letter, as the 
first letter had borne the wrong 
eddress of the Greenlease fam- 
ily, and we were-afraid it might 
not have been delivered to the 
Greenleases. 

Carl and I spent the evening 
ét my home drinking heavily. 
At this time Carl told me he 
had purchased a sack of lime 
which was to be used in Bobby 
Greenlease’s grave to effect a 
Guick- deterioration of the body. 

During the afternoon and 
evening of Sept. 27, 1953, Carl 
and I rehearsed the role I Was 
to play at the French Institute 
of Notre Dame de Sion to ob- 

''n custody of Bobby Green- 
»se. We had this rehearsal in- 


;asmuch as Carl was afraid 1! 
| might become intoxicated and 
not understand it clearly... . 

Carl also told me he had 
purchased a blue plastic sheet 
which he would use to handle 
the ransom duffel bag, as he 
was afraid it would be treated 
chemically and that by handling 
the bag without protective cov- 
ering the chemical would be 
transferred to his person or 
clothing thereby causing his de- 
tection. 

Failed to Abduct Girl. 

Some time during the middle 
of September, Carl and I fol- 
lowed Mrs. Greenlease from the 
Greenlease home to the school 
where Virginia Sue, Bobby's 11- 
year-old sister attended and 
then to the Plaza district of 
Kansas City, Mo. Carl parked 
my station wagon near the place 
where the Greenlease Cadillac 
was parked, and we noticed that 
Virginia Sue had remained in 
the Cadillac, while her mother 
had gone to the drug store. 

Carl left the station wagon, 
walked across to where Virginia 
Sue was sitting in the Cadillac 
to determine whether or not he 
could abduct her then and 
there, but when he approached 
the car, Virginia Sue was in the 
act of alighting, and ran down 
the street in the opposite direc- 
tion of the drug store. Carl re- 
turned to the car, and advised 
me that he would not have been 
able to abduct Virginia Sue be- 
cause she would have created a 
scene and disturbance. ... 

On the day of the kidnaping, 
September 28, 1953, we took my 
dog with us. We wanted the 
dog with us so that if we were 
observed on the highway with 
the victim in the car, it would 
not look unusual for a small boy 
to have his dog with him in the 
station wagon. 

About 7:30 a.m. we left in the 
station wagon en route to Kan- 
| sas City, Mo., for the purpose 
of abducting Bobby Greenlease. 
Carl drove via Highway 71 to 
Kansas City, Mo. 

Buys Chlorophyll Tablets, 

We stopped at Lynn's Tavern 
on the outskirts of Kansas City, 
had a drink or two, and at this 
time Carl purchased a package 
of chlorophyll tablets in order 
that any liquor odor on my 
breath would be eliminated 
while I was talking to the Sis- 
ters at the French Institute of 
Notre Dame de Sion. 

We then drove to the French 
Institute of Notre Dame de Sion. 
We did not enter the grounds, 
but parked the car in the imme- 
diate vicinity where we could 
sit unobserved and yet watch 
the front door. 

At about 8:50 a.m., Sept. 28, 
1953, we observed Mr. Green- 
lease drive to the school and 
deposit Bobby Greenlease in 
custody of the Sisters. We then 
drove to Fortieth and Main 
where we discussed the matter 
further. On this morning I was 
absolutely sober, although I had 
had several drinks, but my mind 
was clear, and I knew my in- 
structions very well. 

At about 10:30 or 10:45 a.m. I 
obtained a Toedman taxicab at 
Thirty-Ninth and Main, and di- 
rected the driver to take me to 
the French Institute of Notre 
@ame de Sion, 3823- Locust, 
Kansas City, Mo. I arrived at 
the school, requested the cab 
driver to wait for me, and 
alighted from the cab. 

‘Prayer for Mrs. Greenlease.’ 

I believe I entered the school 
around 11 a.m., and was admit- 
ted by one of the nuns. I in- 
formed this nun that I wag Mrs. 
Greenlease’s sister, that Mrs. 
Greenlease and I had been shop- 
ping on the Plaza, that Mrs. 
Greenlease had suffered a heart 
attack, and, therefore, had sent 
me to the school to obtain Bobby 
and bring him back to Mrs. 
Greenlease. 

I also recall talking to one of 
the sisters about the fact that 
Mrs. Greenlease had been ad- 
mitted to St. Mary’s Hospital 
and that Mr. Greenlease had 
been summoned to her bedside. 
At this time ane of the sisters 
took me to a chapel located on 
the first floor of this school, and 
stated, “We will step in here 
and say a prayer for Mrs. Green- 
lease.” 

I entered the chapel, staying 
there for a period of not more 
than five minutes, came out and 
observed that one of the sisters 
had, secured Bobby Greenlease, 
and turned him over to me. 

At that time Bobby was wear- 
ing some type of religious medal, 
which was pinned fo his shirt. I 
spoke to him, he took me by the 
hand, and we walked out of the 
front door of the school build- 
ing and entered the taxicab. 

Talks of Dogs, Parrot, 

En route to where Carl was 
parked at the Katz Drug Store 
parking lot, Bobby told me the 
names of two of his dogs, and 
stated he had a parrot that 
would converse with people. I 
knew his statements concerning 
the dogs were true inasmuch as 
Carl and I previously noted two 
dogs playing in the yard when 
we had observed e Green- 
lease residence prior to the 
abduction. 

Bobby told me the family had 
two Cadillac automobiles. En 
route to the parking lot, I told 
Bobby I was going to take him 
to see his daddy and that we 
would get some ice cream. 

Bobby and I rode in the Toed- 
man taxicab into the Kat? park- 
ing lot, Fortieth and Main, and 
alighted from the cab just inside 
the archway near the side door. 
The fare was 85 cents and I gave 
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the driver a dollar bill and told 
him to keep the change. 

After getting out of the cab, 
Bobby and I walked along the 
side of the building past the 
popcorn stand, looking for Carl, 
as he was supposed to meet us 
at the parking lot. After passing 
the popcorn stand, I observed 
my station wagon in the south 
part of the lot, and Bobby and I 
walked over to it and found Carl 
sitting behind the wheel in the 
station wagon. 

Bobby, without any reluctance, 
got into the station wagon next 
to Carl, and I got in the front 
seat to the right of Bobby. As 
soon as we got into the station 
wagon Carl remarked, “Hello, 
Bobby. How are you?” 
Bobby answered, “Fine,” 
some other similar demark. 

Bobby had made no ottcry 
or any protest whatsoever. 
Carl then started the motor of 
the station wagon and drove 
straight west from the park- 
ing lot until we got on a dual 
lane highway into the state 
of Kansas. I have ne idea as 
to exactly how far or how 
long we drove, but recall we 
turned off the main highway 
and drove into a wheat field 
along a tall hedge. ... 

We observed this place as 
we drove by it looking for a 
place to kill the victim, but 
could find no secluded spot 
which would give us safe ad- 
vantage to perpetrate the 
murder. 

To the best of my recoliec- 
tion, Carl drove down this 
lane stopping ‘the automobile 
and possibly turned it around. 
Here Bebby Greenlease no- 
ticed some large, green hedge 
balls, and made some remark 
to me about them. Inasmuch 
as I knew this was the place 
where Carl was going to mur- 
der the victim, I did not want 
to be present to witness the 
actual murdering, so I told 
Bobby I would get him one of 
the hedge balls. 

Just prior to this Carl had 
gotten out of the station wag- 
on on the driver’s side, gone 
to the rear of the station wazg- 
on, let down the tailgate, and 

spread out the blue plastic 
sheet in the rear of the sta+ 
tion wagon. As soon as Carl 
let the tailgate down, my box- 
er dog, Doc jumped out the 
rear, and I became afraid. he 
might run off. I walked to the 
south, or rear, of the station 
wagon, got my dog, quieted 
him, and then proceeded to 

walk for possibly as far as 75 

to 100 feet when I heard two 

shots fired, and there is a 

possibility a third one may 

have been fired. ... 

During this time I lost my 
hat; however, I did not realize 
at the time I had lost it. My 
hat was a small brown velvet 
hat with an ornament at- 
tached, the ornament being 
similar in design to a twisted 
pretzel. 

I then realized Carl had 
actually killed the victim by 
shooting him, although it was 
originally planned he would 
strangle him with a small 
piece of rope he had in the 
station wagon. As I ap- 
proached the station wagon, 
Carl was wrapping Bobby 
Greenlease in a piece of blue 
plastic on the ground behind 
the station wagon. After he 
completed wrapping up the 
body, I helped Carl lift the 
body into the station wagon 
where Carl covered it with a 
comforter which we had in 
the car and which was usually 
used for the dog to sleep on 
when he was riding in the 


’ station wagon. 


At this time I noticed that 
Carl had blood all over his 
face, coat, hands, and arms, 
I helped him take off his 
coat which we folded inside 
out and placed it in the back 
ef the staton wagon, and Carl 
then rolled up the sleeves of 
his shirt, because they were 
also covered with blood. I 


wiped. off Carl's 
hands, removing as much 
blood as I possibly could so 
that it would not be noticed 
when he drove baek through 
Kansas City. 

I then . ot in the front seat 
with Carl, and my dog got in 
on the second seat. We then 
out of the field and 
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Greenlease, Daughter

Carl drove in behind the tavern 
and changed the license plates 
on my station wagon. I believe 
he put the original plates back 
on, as he tcld me he had stolen 
a set of license plates to be 
used on the station wagon dur- 
ing the kidnaping to prevent 
its being traced... . 

I entered the tavern and ob- 
tained a couple of drinks for 
myself and took one or two out 
to Carl. After Carl had 
changed the license plates and 
obtained a couple of drinks, we 
drove direct to St. Joseph, Mo. 

Upon arriving in St. Joseph, 
Carl and I drove into the 
basement garage. I went 
around and came in through 
the front door and unlocked 
the door at the head of the 
basement steps so Carl could 
bring the body up through 
the basement, through the 
kitchen, out on the back 
porch, and into the yard 
whe: the body was placed in 
the grave prepared by Carl 
the previous day. ,.. 

The last time I observed the 
body was in the grave. It was 
wrapper in a plastic sheet, 
lime had been thrown on top 
of it, and Carl had started to 
fill the grave but had put in 
only a small amount of dirt, 
barely enough to cover the 
body. As soon as Carl had 
covered the body with dirt he 
went dow is. the basement, 
washed o t the Plymouth sta- 
tion wagon with the hose to 
get the blood out of it, and 
told ine he had to hurry back 
to Kansas City to mail the 
ransom note. He instructed 
me to finish filling the grave. 
prior to rutting the body in 
the grave Carl removed the 
religious medal from the vic- 
tim’s body, and thir medal was |; 
subsequently mailed to the 
Greenlease family. 


Upon Carl's initructions I 
went into the back yard, took 
the shovel and filled the grave 
to within six inches of the 
ground level, continuously water- 
ing down the dirt with a hose 
and tamping the dirt with an ax 
and a shovel... . 

Either while I was filling the 
grave or very shortly thereafer, 
I received a telephone call from 
Carl in Kansas City in which he 
merely said everything was all 
right and for me not to worry. 
By this I knew he had gotten to 
Kansas City and had mailed the 
ransom note... . 

Carl returned home that eve- 
ning, although I do not recall | 
whether he came home directly 
after making the call or delayed 
his return for a short period of 
time. 4 

I was with Carl when he stole 
another set of license plates fol- 
lowing the actual kidnaping. 
These plates were stolen from a 
car parked in a parking lot up a 
little side street north of the 
Ambassador Hotel in Kansas 
City, Mo. 

En route to St. Joseph after 
killing Bobby Greenlease in 
Kansas, Carl and I first dis- 
cussed the possibility of putting 


decided this would not be satis- 
factory, because if there were a 
delay in the payment of the ran- 
som money, the body might 
come to the surface and would 
spoil our chances of getting the 
ransom. We also discussed bury- 
ing the body iu a wooded area 
on the Kansas side of the state 
line not too far from the Green- 
lease residence. However, in 
this immediate vicinity we found 
bulldozers had moved in, were 
knocking down trees apparently 
preparing for a subdivision, and 
we could not with any degree of 
safety bury the body in this 
area, so we finally decided on 
my back yard... .

Carl and I drove in my Plym- 
outh station wagon to Kansas 
City, Mo., on Highway 71, stop- 
ping at Lynn’s Tavern for a 
couple of drinks prior to enter- 
ing Kansas City. To the best of 
my recollection, I believe we 
went to the Coates House for 
dinner. 

Prior to this, however, on 
Tuesday morning, Carl en- 
deavored to clean the basement 
of my house and remove any 
blood stains or any other evi- 
dence which might connect him 
with this case. I was not pres- 
ent, however, during this opera- 
tion I had gotten myself pretty 
well inebriated and did not as- 
sist him in cleaning up the base- 
ment. Therefore, I do not know 
what disposition was made of 
the empty cartridge cases in his 
gun. | 

Has Minor Auto Accident. 
Prior to the kidnaping one 
evening while drinking in River- 
side, a suburb of Kansas City, 
Carl became extremely intoxi- 
cated; he attempted to drive my’ 


and became involved in a minor 
traffic accident which caused 
the fenders of my car to become 
damaged. The driver of the 
other car did not even stop; no 
report was made of the accident, 
but I was successful in insisting 
that I drive from there on out. 

While en route to St. Joseph, 
Carl rolled the window of the 
station wagon down and fired 
one shot from this revolver out 
the window at the sky. He then 
put the gun back in his coat. If 
three cartridge cases were found 
at my house, this, in my opinion, 
explains the third empty cart- 
ridge case. 

Ou Tuesday morning, Sept. 29, 
1953, Carl and I proceeded to 
the McIninch greenhouse, which 
is located on the belt highway 
near St. Joseph.

Carl dug the holes, I 
placed the plants in them, and 
we then watered the plants in 
order to assure that the plants 
would take roots and look 
natural. 

Thereafter I continued drink- 


oliection of the mailing of the 
second ransom letter is very 
vague, but to the best of my rec- ;

This 
was the letter I had previously 
handprinted on Tuesday, Sept.

I was so intoxicated that the 
details pertaining to any tele- 
phone calls to the Greenlease 
family are not positively recalled.

We would eat either 
at the Coates House or some 
other establishment, and Carl 
would excuse himself for the 
purpose of making the phone 
calls. I was never actually pres- 
ent at the time any of the phone 
calls were made, and I myself 
never made or attempted to 
make any telephone calls tothe 
Greenlease family. ...

I recall on either Wednesday 
or Thursday night, Sept. 30 or 
Oct. 1, seeing an ad in the Kan- 
sas City Star personal column. 
This ad, to the best of my rec- 
ollection, was as follows: ““_M—— 
will meet you in Chicago Sun- 
day. G.” I knew this was the 
message from Mr. Greenlease 
that he was ready and willing 
and had the money available to 
pay the $600,000 ransom. This 
ad appeared in the paper which 
was regularly delivered to my 
home in St. Joseph, and Carl 
and I realized it would be only 
a question of making the proper 
payoff spot selection to obtain 
the money. 

I faintly recall Carl and I 
made an attempt to collect the 
payoff at a church in Kansas 
City, Mo., but do not recall 
the exact location. . .. We 
visited various taverns besides 
having bottles of whisky in the 
car, and I was in a drunken 
stupor the balance of the 
week. One reason for my 
‘staying in this inebriated con- 
dition was the realization of 
the horrible crime which had 
been perpetrated, and I 
wanted to stay drunk so that 
my conscience would not 
bother me. 

I do not recall leaving the 
Plymouth station wagon parked 
in a parking lot across from 
Lynn's tavern in North Kansas 
City. I do recall that on Satur- 
day night, Oct. 3, we went to 
Kansas City and to Lynn’s tav- 
ern, and subsequently checked 
in at some tourist court. I do 
not recall the name of the court, 
but believe we walked up an out- 
side stairway. 

I also believe some attempt 
was made that night to collect 
the ransom money. However, I 
recall no details as to time, 
place, or description. In the 
eabin court I had a fifth of 
whisky. I slept all day Sunday. 
Carl was absent when I did 
awaken, and I would again drink 
more whisky. That evening Carl 
sobered me up enough to tell me 
we were going to leave.

Stops Several Times. 


En route to St. Louis I would 
doze off, wake up, take a couple 
more drinks of whisky, smoke a 
cigarette, then go back to sleep. 
To the best of my recollection. 
Carl made no stops. 


The first thing I recall upon 
arrival in St. Louis is that we 
first looked for a bar that was 
open, and to the best of my 
recollection we did stop at a 
bar where the proprietor was 
just opening up for business. I 
subsequently learned that the 
bars opened about 6 am. _ I. 
therefore, estimate we arrived in 
St. Louis on Oct. 5, around 6 
ree 


In a short"period of time we 
left this bar—I do not recall 
whether it was in a taxicab or 
the Ford—and proceeded to 
another bar. I can give no de- 
scription or names of any em- 
ployes in this tavern, but recall 
faintly that Carl left me here 
for a short period of time. I 
drank alone, and in a short 
while Carl returned with two 
suitcases which he advised he 
had purchased at an army store 
in St. Louis. We then went by 
taxicab to where Carl had 
parked the blue Ford. Carl and 
I then drove in the Ford to an

Carl opened the trunk of 
the car, removed the duffel 
bag, and deposited the two 
suitcases on the ground. This 
was in broad daylight, and 
while we were attempting to 
open the duffel bag, a man 
and his wife drove up to 
where we were, slowed down 
momentarily, and drove on. I 
had no conversation wiih 
these people, but Carl may 
have made some statement to 
them. Carl was having con- 
siderable difficulty untying 
the knots on the bag, and I 
was afraid we would be de- 
tected. . . so I instructed Carl 
to cut the rope. ... Carl fin- 
ally cut the rope and hurried- 
ly dumped the money into 
both of the suitcases. 


After doing this we drove to 
another bar where Carl left me 
and returned shortly.

At this 
point I became mad, and got 
into an argument with Carl be- 
cause he had bought this car 
with ransom money, and also I 
wanted to stay in a first-class 
hotel, either the Chase Hotel or 
the Kingsway Hotel, and he in- 
formed me he was going to rent 
a small apartment in a residen- 
tial area of St. Louis where we 
could live quietly and not attract 
any attention, 


Shortly thereafter Car] in- 
formed me he had secured an 
apartment, and berated me to 
sober up so that we could enter 
the apartment without the land- 
lady and tenants being aware 
of my drunken condition. . . 

After entering the apartment, 
Carl told me he had rented this 
apartment under the name of 
Grant, and told me to be sure to 
remember this name if the land- 
lady or anyone else talked with 
me. ... We had a quart or two 
of whisky, and I began to drink 
heavily. I am definitely certain 
that when I removed my dress, 
I saw both suitcases containing 
the ransom money in the clothes 
closet in this apartment. Very 
shortly Carl lay down across the 
bed and went soundly to sleep.

Very shortly a Yel- 
low Cab came for me, and I 
advised the driver I desired to 
purchase a quart of milk, a fifth 
of whisky, and a newspaper. He 
took me to some tavern where I 
made these purchases, and the 
same cab driver returned me, 
and I entered ‘my apartment 
alone. 

I stayed in this apartment 
until around midnight, Oct. 6, 
or early morning of Oct. 7, 1953, 
when the police knocked at my 
door, I opened the door and 
saw Carl in custody of the 
police. ... 


When I paid for the purchases 
of milk, whisky, and the news- 
paper, I noticed a package of 
$20 bills in the bottom of my 
purse, but 1 did not use any of 
this money to pay the cab driver 
or for the above purchases. 


This money was in my purse 
along with a .25 caliber auto- 
matic Astra revolver at the time 
of my arrest. This was the only 
ransom money which I had in 
my possession at any time. Carl 
subsequently told me at the St. 
Louis Police Department that 
he had placed the $2000 of ran- 
sOm money ip my purse at the 
time he left my apartment. 

I had never heard Carl use 
the name of Tom Marsh... I 
am positive Marsh was never 
in my home and that Carl 
never introduced an individual 
to me by the name of Marsh. 
While in custody of the St. 
Louis police I overheard two 
officers talking, saying that 
Carl Hall had told them that a 
Tom Marsh had killed Bobby 
Greenlease. For that reason 
I wanted my story to be con- 
sistent with Carl’s, and that 
is the reason why I mentioned 
that Carl had told me Tom 
Marsh did kill Bobby Green- 
lease. There was no third 
Person connected with the kid- 
naping. The plan was origi- 
nated and directed by Carl, 
and I entered the scheme will- 
ingly because of my intense 
love for Carl and for the 
money involved. ... 

Following the kidnaping, Carl 

explained to me that it wae his 
intention to proceed to old Mex- 
ico where we could live a life 
of luxury and subsequently build 
a beautiful home at La Jolla, 
Calif.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17 (UP)

The White House statement 
reported him as optimistic that 
the four nations—Israel, Jordan, 
Lebanon and Syria—would find 
the plan a “sound an construc- 
tive approach to some of the 
most critical issues contributing 
to present tension in the area.” 

Meanwhile, the United States, 
Britain and France prepared to 
introduce a resolution in the 
U.N. Security Council ce:vuring 
Israel for the raid on Kibya in 
Jordan in which §3 persons were 
killed. The resolution would 
also strengthen U.N. truce ob- 
servation machinery on the 
Arab-Israel border. 

No provision was made in the 
resolution for direct negotiations 
between Israel and her Arab 
neighbors as reauested by Israel. 
The plan for direct negotiation 
was rejected yesterday by Dr. 
Yusuh Haikal of Jordan who 
told the council the situation in 
the Near East “is as grave as it’

At this point the large, uni- 
formed officer went into the 
closet, out of sight, to where 
the suitcases containing the ran- 
som money was located. Shortly 
after the large man entered the 
closet, I heard a click which 
indicated that one of the suit- 
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ence of the officers in my apart- 
ment was any search made for 
a gun. I was asked if I had a 


gun, and I replied that I did not. | 


On leaving the apartment I 
closed the door myself, and as I 
closed the door I noticed two 
brass keys for the big suitcase 
on the nearest corner of the 
dresser which was located in the 
closet where the suitcases were 
located. 1 observed only two 
brass keys to the one suitcase, 
and did not observe the black 
key to the other suitcase. How- 
ever, it would be possible that 
this key could have been under 
the brass key and would not 
have been observed by me. 

As I stepped out of the door, 
both officers were there, and 
one of them made a remark 
about how to emerge from the 
apartment. I do not know why, 
but the largé officer stayed at 
the door, and the uniformed 
officer and I walked the entire 
length of the building Iqoking 
for the rear steps leading from 
the third floor. We were unable 
to locate any steps there, and as 
we turned to go back, looking 
up the hallway, I noticed a man 


standing at the end of the hall-. 
way facing my room. I am not | 
positive, but this man appeared | 
to be talking to someone in the | 
direction of my room, but I was | 
not able to hear any of the con- 
versation. 

This individual was wearing 
a light tan, snap-brim hat, a 
pair of rust-colored slacks 
with matching jacket, which 
was a short jacket gathered at 
the belt line. This man was 
about medium height and de- 
cidedly slender. I can give no 
further description of him as 
I observed only his profile. 


I am positive this man was. 
not John Hager and that I have | 
never seen this individual be-| 
fore. When the uniformed offi- | 
cer and I arrived at the end of | 
the hall to go down to my room, | 
this man had disappeared. 

At this time the uniformed of- | 
ficer and I met the large ununi- | 
formed officer at the head of | 
the steps. We went down these

Warner Calls : 
One Platoon 
Football Boon 


PALO ALTO, Calif., Nov. 17 
(UP)— Glenn S. (Pop) Warner, 
one of the country’s all-time 
great coaches, said today that 
the football ‘rules committee 
made its most important contri- 
bution to the game in 40 years 
when it returned the single pla- 
toon system. 

Warner, long a foe of the dou- 
ble platoon, said that any one 
advocating a return to the dou- 
ble-platoon was doing a “dis- 
service to football.” 

“I can’t understand any man 
supporting a plan that forced 
between 40 and 50 schools to 
give up the game,” Warner told 
a meeting of the Northern Cali- 
fornia Football- Writers’ Associa- 
tion. “I just hope it never comes 
back. The rules committee made 
its most important contribution 
in 40 years when they brought 
back the single platoon.” 

The veteran former coach of 
Pitt, Carlisle and Stanford, said 
that he had to laugh when he 
read about football players go- 
ing 60 minutes and being called 
“iron men.” 

“How does that make them 
‘iron men’?” he asked. “In a 10- 
round fight a boxer goes contin- 
uously for 30 minutes; big, over- 
weight wrestlers go steady for 
20 minutes; and members of a 
boat crew in a four-mile race go 
longer than a football player. 
Actually, a football player works 
at top speed for only 11 min- 
utes over a two-hour period. 
There are no such things as 
‘iron men’ in football.” 

Warner, the great advocate of 
the singlerwing in his coaching 
days ahd never a booster of the 
T-formation, thinks that prob- 
ably passing has taken over in 
the game. 

“Watching the games this fall 
I have cometo the conclusion 
that the forward pass has be- 
come the dominant weapon,” he 
said, “However, the game would 
be better with a good balance 
between the pass and the run- 
ning attack.” 

It was his opinion that the 
game is becoming too compli- 
cated and too expensive for most 
schools. 

“There are too many coaches 
and too many officials on the 
field,” he said. “With all the 
scouting and motion pictures 
necessary, it has become a com:

Former President Truman's defense of his 
loyalty will be a historic American state paper 
long after the little men who impugned his de- 
votion to his country are forgotten dust. 


Never in the 164 years since George Washing- 
ton took the oath as first President in 1789 has 
there been such an hour and such an occasion. 


A man who had been elected to the highest 
office in our nation and who had served in it 
through almost eight of the most momentous 
years in history was charged with having know- 
ingly promoted a “Russian spy.” 

That charge, whatever its purpose—and that 
purpose is now revealed to be political—was 
for all practical purposes a charge of treason 
against Harry S. Truman. No amount of back- 
tracking now by Attorney General Brownell will 
change it. No disavowals by President Ejisen- 
hower will remove it from the record of his 
chief legal adviser. 

. ~~ * 

To this charge of disloyalty the man from 
Independence gave as strong a word as the 
language contains—a word to be used only when 
the provocation is great. He called the charge 
a “lie’’ and he said the head of the Department 
of Justice “lied” again when Mr. Brownell tried 
to extricate himself by saying that he had no 
intention of impugning the loyalty “of any high 
official.” 

Only a small number of people could have 
believed the Browne!'l charge in the first place. 
The Truman Doctrine of halting Communist 
aggression, the Marshall Plan, the Point IV pro- 
gram to aid countries which might fall under 
Communist blandi¢hments, the courageous stand 
of the Truman Administration against the Ko- 
rean invasion, the three-year war—the record 
of history could not be plainer than it is.

Mr. Truman made a sound constitutional case 
against submitting to the Velde subpena, which 
the country now knows was issued not at the 
direction of the House committee but by the 
irresponsible Illinois Republican on his own hook 
and without consulting even the members of his 
own party on the committee. 

The separation of powers is the very frame- 
work of our Federal Government. The execu- 
tive must. not be liable to intimidation, in office 
or later, by Congress.

There was no more impressive statement in 
Harry Truman's message to the people than that 
he is bound by his oath so long as he lives. 

The former President’s explanation for going 
ahead with the appointment of Harry Dexter 
White toa the monetary fund was entirely plaus- 
ible. The suspected official was commissioned, 
after the compilation of FBI reports involving 
him, said Mr, Truman, for the purpose of en- 
abling the investigation to continue without 
emangering its outcome.

That was not the kind of decision whose docu- 
mentation would be laid on the desk of every 
third assistant secretary in Washington. Such a 
decision would be a decision at the highest level 
and Mr. Truman, looking the country in the eye 
on television, took full responsibility for it. 

He had his own evidence—a note of Feb. 6, 
1946, to White’s immediate superior, the late 
Fred M. Vinson, then Secretary of-the Treasury, 
instructing him to investigate the case and 
report.

That is the way the Commu- 
nists, whoge only God is power, run their 
public affairs. It is not the way Americans 
behave. 

At least, it has not been so in the past. 

This tragic debasement of high office by 
the Attorney General is bad enough, but 
the thing I wish to get over te you tonight is 
that this incident is only the most publicized 
and the most recent example of the decay of 
the basic principles of freedom now taking 
place in this country.

To this Mr. Truman added as clear and exact 
a definition of McCarthyism as has been pro- 
duced in the three years since the junior Re- 
publican Senator from Wisconsin began his 
campaign of corruption of the truth, of distor- 
tion, of deceit, of unproved accusations, of attack 
on almost anyone so long as it serves his selfish 
end of keeping himself in the headlines. 

As the former President said: “This is not 
a partisan matter. This horrible cancer is eating 
at the vitals of America and it can destroy the 
great edifice of freedom.” 

With one thing that Mr. Truman said, the 
Post-Dispatch disagrees totally. He said that 
Joseph R. MeCarthy is important only in that 
his name has taken on a dictionary meaning 
in the world. 

In our opinion Senator McCarthy is poison to 
this country both as an individual and as a 
symbol. He has far too many admirers for 
safety. He has far too many apologists and ex- 
cusers and collaborationists in high places for 
the country’s welfare.

As of this moment, there is a head-on conflict 
between Senator McCarthy and President Eis- 
enhower’s Secretary of the Army Stevens. In a 
series of secret hearings, Senator McCarthy has 
been building up the story of an espionage net- 
work at Fort Monmouth. Secretary Stevens now 
says that the Army’s investigation -has produced 
“no evidence” of espionage at the radar center. 
Senator McCarthy counters that his “definition” 
of espionage is different from that of Mr. 
Stevens. More charges, more headlines, no 


- 


more proof than ever. 


The former President is right when he said 
that McCarthyism will destroy the United States 
if it rums its course. But before that, the Senator 
whg set it going will destroy the Eisenhower 
Administration unless he is checked—destroy it 
just as effectively by infiltration as by attack. 

The White House announcement that Dwight 
D. Eisenhower did not listen to his predecessor 
is almost beyond belief. Since there is no‘re- 
port that Mr. Eisenhower was ill, it can only be 
concluded that he did not care to hear what 
Mr. Truman had to say. If this issue holds no 
interest for him, then what issue of govern- 
ment would concern him? We ask the question 
in all seriousness. 


Conciliation Over Trieste? 
There is now a breath of contiliation in the 
air over Trieste. President Tito of Yugoslavia 
has said he is ready to renounce all claims 


to the city. itself, but he continues to press for. 


its hinterland. An editorial in Belgrade’s lead- 
ing Communist newspaper lists stiff terms for 
this renunciation, but Tito does again suggest a 
five-power conference to work out a solution, 

This probably is as great a concession as may 
be expected in the midst of a political campaign 
in a “new” country in which nationalistic senti- 
ments are running high. The suggested confer- 
ence should have been held before Great Brit- 
ain and the United States undertook to settle the 
issue on their own authority. The manner of their 
announcement caused more trouble than its 
actual contents. Now, as in 1948, they are left 
with a pledge which they cannot make good. 
Surely, it is elementary that Italy and Yugo- 
slavia should be active partners to any agree- 
ment—even if it takes a little pressure to get 
them to go along. 

Unfortunately the position of Italy’s Premier 
Pella is more difficult now than before the 
Anglo-American announcement. This was made 
to bolster his strength. and anything less than 
100 per cent fulfillment would seem a back- 
down for him—but only from the impossible. 
There are the U.N. and the Italian peace treaty 
which make any unilateral decision questionable. 

The State Department, the Foreign Office, 
and all concerned should do a little studying be- 
fore again “disposing” of Trieste. 
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A Broadminded FHA 

If Mr. Guy T. O. Hollyday means what he says, 
and carries through on it, a new age of the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration may be dawning. 

Mr. Hollyday, who is FHA commissioner, 
told the convention of mortgage bankers in Flor- 
ida that he hopes the FHA henceforth will be 
a little less stiff-necked in its attitude toward 
the architectural designs it will approve for 
mortgage insurance, 

The heavy hand of FHA, and of some mort- 
gage bankers, has long been an impediment to 
architectural innovation in home design. Because 
the Cape Cod cottage has been considered a safe 
investment in the past, the FHA has usually 
been readier to lend on such’ a house than on 
something different. Now Mr. Hollyday indi- 
cates less emphasis is to be placed on conven- 
tional designs. The FHA will permit builders 
to build for a housing market, instead of building 
to a mortgage pattern. 

This is good news indeed. Cape Cod, Williams- 
burg and other conventional styles are, of course, 
perfectly compatible with good design. And 
anybody who has wept at what sometimes passes 
for “contemporary” will agree that the so-called 
“modern” style can be as bad as anything. But 


the assumption that a conventionally designed 
house is bound to be good, and therefore bound 
to be a safe investment, is false. The FHA’s 
new broadmindedness cannot guarantee better 
architecture, but ought to increase the oppor- 
tunities and incentives for it. 
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‘To Save a\House in Illinois 
Up in Springfield, a city endowed with recol- 
lections of two men greater than most of the 
great, they are starting a movement to preserve 
the home of Vache! Lindsay, a house which 
was built, incidentally, by Lincoln’s brother-in- 
law. Lindsay even more than Walt Whitman de- 


serves remembering as the poet of democracy, 


the poet of the people. 

It was Vachel Lindsay who saw General Booth 
parade his queer ones round and round the 
mighty Court-House square of Heaven. He saw 
stern Woodrow Wilson drinking his bitter cup. 
He saw O. Henry, writer for the Sunday supple- 
ments, as with Sir Philip Sidney’s blade in hand 
with something nigh to chivairy he trod. Oh, this 
Lindsay was one for seeing, seeing virtue and 
wonder where most of us never look. 

But even in Springfield some people asked: 
Why save a poet’s house? And Dr. Richard Paul 
Graebel of the First Presbyterian church told 
them: “It is good to remind us of what is good 
in a poet ... to remind us that, whatever the 
event, greatness is always possible.” 

Those words Lindsay would like, whatever 
happens to his house, He was one for remember- 
ing greatness like that of John Peter Altgeld, 
whom he saluted as the Eagle Forgotten, remem- 
bering it and seeing what came of it: 


A hundred white eagles have risen, the sons 
of your sons. 

The zeal in their wings is a zeal that your 
dreaming began, 

The valor that wore out your soul in the 
service of man. 

Slwep softly . . . eagle forgotten. . 
the stone. ; 
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Good for Tennessee!

Nathan's Acidulous’'Charm 
THE THEATRE IN THE FIFTIES, by George Jean 

Nathan. (Alfred A. Knopf, 298 pes., $4.50.) , 

Some years ago while watching @ 
performance of Wolcott Gibbs’ comedy, 
“Season: in the Sun,” the writer of this 
article caught himself’ wondering pre< 
cisely what Mr. Gibbs would have 
said, had the play been the work of 
some other author, and had he himself 
been called upon to review it. Some 
what the same speculation has persist 
ently beset his mind while he has beetr 
reading the latest emanation from the 
great mind of the venerated George 
Jean Nathan, in which he appraises 
the most important—probably he would 
say “the least unimportant” — plays 
which have passed in review befaz®’ 
him during the past three Broadwéy 
seasons. 

It is revealing no secret to say that 
Mr. Nathan is, at least when it comes 
to the theater net 
a gentleman who is 
easily pleased. For 
this there is a rea- 
son; in fact, there 
are several rea- 
sons. In the first 
place, he knows the 
theater very well, 
and he has known 
it for a long time. 
He is, moreover, a. 
man of the most 
sensitive tastes and: 
of the shrewdest: 
understanding of 
things dramatic. He’ 
can be happy, even 
half-way happy, only with the best, and 
the best according to his own particular, 
recipe. Add to all this the fact that he 
has a way with the English language.’ 
a refreshing command, for instance, of 
original and often devastating compari- 
sons and metaphors. And, finally, he is* 
burdened with no inhibitions. It is, 
therefore, difficult to see how anyone,: 
even if he does not know the differ- 
ence between “Abie’s Irish Rose” and. 
“The Rose Tattoo,” can fail to find his 
animadversions and jeremiads highly 
diverting. 

Yet, despite all the author's acidulous 
charms and the justice of many of his’ 
onslaughts, one wonders just what’ 
would happen to the theater and to 
Mr. Nathan's aisle seat if somebody’ 
were tO pass a miracle, and we were’ 
all to be reborn into a generation of 
George Jean Nathans. Nature just doea’ 
not have enough playwriting geniuses 
to supply the demand, and Life maga- 
zine assures us that evolution is a tire-, 
somely tedious process. Of. course, 
somebady might indulge in another 
miracle, and produce such wonders in 
a dazzling flash. But then how. bored. 
Mr. Nathan would be! And his read-’ 
ers too. No, he had better make the 
best, or the worst_if he chooses, of the 
theater as it is with all its imperfec- 
tions on its head.

How risky is any compromise} 
with. McCarthyism, and how 
perilous is any executive “man- 
agement” of that general ter- 
rain, the Attorney General 
learned very quickly. No sooner 
had he turned the spade on his 
excavation than the three-ring 
McCarthy - Jenner- Velde circus 
switched on its calliope, taking 
his cue, and Representative Vel- 
de (Rep.), Illinois, chairman of 
the House Un-American Activi- 
ties Committee, acted so impul- 
sively with his subpena of for- 
mer President Truman that 
President Eisenhower felt com- 
pelled to intercede.

PENS MUSK SERES 


Perfection of Ensemble 
Demonstrated Again in 
Chamber Music Program. 
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By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 

The new season of chamber 
music concerts sponsored by the 
Ethical Society began last night 
in Sheldon Auditorium with a 
performance by the Italian 
Quartet. The perfection of en- 
semble demonstrated by this or- 

anization in its previous St. 

uig engagement was again in 
evidence, but since the mecha- 
nism of sound production was so 
permeated with strictly musical 
disclosures, it would be mislead- 
ing to emphasize sonorities or 
precision. 

Precision, in fact, was so uni- 
form throughout the program 
that even its most delicate mani- 
festations, as in the fractional 
exactness of pressure and the 
duration of notes when the in- 
struments were playing together, 
could be taken for granted after 
a very short while. What was 
more important was that the 
subtleties of technique were not 
wasted. The fluently turned 
phrase, the microscopic time ac- 
cents, the variations in shading 
and composite texture, were the 
externals of artistic intention. 
And they always made sense. 


Schubert's “Rosamunde” Quar- 
tet was fairly restrained so far 
as the range of volume was con- 
cerned; for that matter restraint 
was ebserved in bringing out its 
expressive elements. Yet its 
fresh and vernal lyricism could 
hardly have been more penetrat- 
ing. On the contrary some- 
what naive tunefulness of the 
Andante could easily have been 
sentimentalized. Its beauty lay 
in the just proportions between 
phrase and phrase and its flu- 
ency. 

On the other hand the Mozart, 
Adagio and Fugue, one of the 
few Mozart compositions where 
architecture stands almost alone, 
was handled with a muscular in- 
cisiveness. Here the transpar- 
ency of the ensemble made all 
the features of the interlocking 
fugal design immediately appar- 
ent. In the Kodaly Quartet No. 2 
the performers made the most 
of the contrast between the An- 
dante Quasi Recitativo and the 
succeeding Allegro Giocoso. The 
free rhythm and declamatory 
style of the former suggested 
the rise and fall of the voice in 
human speech so there was a 
point in getting the full sound 
value from each note. The al- 
legro, following the pulsations of 
a lively dance, was brisk and 
sensory. 

A near capacity audience 
heard the concert and was en- 
thusiastic in its responsé\, and 
with cause. The Italian Quartet 
is composed of Paolo Borciani, 
first violin; Elisa Pegreffi, sec- 
ond: violin; Piero Farulli, viola, 
ahd Franco Rossi.

Goal of the drive, which will 
be conducted among business 
firms and industries in the St. 
Louis area, is $300,000, it was 
announced. 

Ultimate cost of the hospital's 
building program is an esti- 
mated $3,800,000. Plans include 
construction of a five-story ad-| 
dition to the present building at 
2646 Potomac street, a new 
nurses’ residence, modernization 
of the maternity section and an 
enlarged pediatrics unit. 

Only a reduction in the 
amount of time spent in has- 
pitals by the average patient has 
prevented an “appalling” short- 
age of hospital beds, Howard F. 
Baer, president of A. S. Aloe 
Co., told the meeting. | 

He cited a number of factors 
which he said have made it 
more difficult for hospitals ‘“‘to 
keep up with events and main- 
tain efficiency.” These include 
“tremendous changes in medical 
and scientific techniques, the 
urbanization of population ... 
and difficulty in obtaining per- 
sonnel,” Baer said. ** 

Lutheran Hospital, the speak- 
er added, “sees that its equip- 


ment, the workshop which it has | ; 


provided for its doctors, is no 
longer adequate for 1953.” 

Contributions to the hospital's 
building fund total about $960,- 
000, including $520,000 pledged 
by 55 Lutheran churches in the 
St. Louis area, $200,000 given by 
the medical staff, $40,000 
pledged by employes, the 
woman’s auxiliary and the nurs- 
ing alumnae association, and 
$200,000 already received from 
business and industry. 

The three-week drive is in- 
tended to bring industry con- 
tributions to $500,000, it was ex- 
plained.

The proposed addition will 
provide 195 new beds, bringing 
the hospital’s capacity to 350 
beds.

She said “our so-called civil- 
ized ‘parties,’ where mostly we 
stand about on weary feet talk- 
ing first to one and then to an- 
other, seem to be the one meth- 
od we have of making the ac- 
quaintance of people who have 
come together from the four 
corners of the world” to lay 
foundations for peace. 


WICKS REFUSES TO RESIGR 
AS NEW YORK SENATE LEADER

ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 17—~ 
State Senator Arthur H. Wicks 
yesterday spurned pleas of a 
Republican delegation that he 
voluntarily resign as majority 
leader, with the flat declaration 
that “I am not quitting.”

Republican senators have 
scheduled a conference for to- 
day at which time it is expected 
that a vote of no-confidence will 
be given Wicks. Should he ig- 
nore the action it wotld be nec- 
essary to move to declare his 
post vacant when the Senate 
meets later in special session. 

Wicks told reporters that he 
would explode “a political bomb- 
shell” on the Senate floor if the 
ouster resolution is called up.

How- 
ever, this does not exclude the 
possibility that such an agree- 
ment might be negotiated in the’ 
future. 

No agenda has been “set or 
suggested” for the forthcoming 
Big Three conference at Ber- 
muda, Dulles said in reply ta a 
question. Nor has there been 
any suggestion that West Ger- 
many be represented at the con- 
ference, he declared. 

Possibility of a five-power 
conference on Trieste is under 
discussion through diplomatic 
channels with the _ British. 
French, Italian and Yugoslav 
governments, the Secretary said. 
However, no decision has been 
reached as to whether such a 
conference is to be held.

Rehabilitation 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


EHABILITATION of the chronically ill may be the 
R number one problem facing the medical profession 

today. Getting a man back on his feet and back to 
work after iliness is mighty important. 

There’s more chronic illness because more people are 
living long enough to have strokes, heart attacks, high 
blood pressure and the many other diseases that produce 
disability, in addition to polio and multiple sclerosis, Some 
estimates are that almost 19,000,000 people in the United 
States are so affected. . 

This is one of the problems that came up for discus- 
sion at the first Western Hemisphere conference of the 
World Medical Association in April. .Dr. Howard A. Rusk, 
professor and director of the department of rehabilitation 
and physical medicine, New York University college of 
medicine, was chairman of the discussion. 
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DR. RUSK EMPHASIZED that a doctor's responsibil- 
ity in rehabilitation goes far beyond the curing of acute 
illness or the completion of a satisfactory operation. It 
continues, he said, until a patient is retrained to live and 
worry with what is left to him. He must be taught to ac- 
complish for himself, Dr. Rusk said, the activities of daily 
living. Then, if possible, he must acquire or recover skills 
which can make him self-systaining. 

The general physician jshould be able to take care of 
about 80 per cent of these people. The most severe ones 
benefit more from a team of specialists that can make the 
proper study and administer treatment. Such a team in- 
cludes specialists in the muscles, bones and joints and in 
physical medicine, a neurologist, a psychiatrist, a social 
worker and a vocational adviser. 

Dr. William G. Hamm, instructor in surgery at Emory 
University school of medicine, emphasized that the doctor 
should make every effort not to convey a pessimistic atti- 
tude to the patient and his family. This is important to 
lay the proper groundwork for maximum recovery later. 
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IT SEEMS TO ME, however, that the physician is here 
caught in a very real dilemma. On the one hand, he must 
not discourage the sick person and thus hurt his chances 
of making the best possible comeback. On the other 
hand, if the doctor is too optimistic and events don't work 
out that rosily, the patient or his family is likely to feel 
either discouraged or angry with the physician. 

Certainly, active efforts looking toward recovery must 
begin when the illness starts. 

For instance, a person who has had a stroke or apo- 
plexy will recover far less if he is just left to lie in the 
back room of the house. This happens too often, Such 
early neglect means longer and greater disability.

THIS DOES NOT MEAN that such people all need to 
go to the hospital. It does mean that the family should be 
taught by some one, either the family doctor or a visiting 
nurse, how muéth and what kind of exercise a sufferer 
needs day by day to prevent muscles and joints from 
spoiling through lack of use. 

It is necessary also to treat the family as well as the 
patient because too much sympathy is bad. Commiseration 
with the patient about how unfortunate he is, how hopeless 
the outlook is, or what a bad piece of luck he has had all 
tend to discourage him from making necessary efforts to 
increased activity. 

Rehabilitation is not just a $5‘word applying to special 
clinics. It is the challenging and helping a sick person to 
overcome any handicap the illness has left, so that he can 
care for himself as much as possible, get around, and 
yventually become productive and wage-earning again.

How to Put 
Door Latch 
Into Shape

HEY say it's the little things 
in life that really make you 
‘” mad, like the door that opens 


“ftself just after you have fin- 


ished closing it. A situation 
like this has made a lot of peo- 
ple. real unhappy. 


' The trouble with a door that 
does this is that it really never 
latches closed and the reason 
that it doesn't latch is that the 
door latch never goes into the 
little hole made for it in the 
latch plate. 

A latch and latch plate won't 
line up because either the door 
or the door frame has moved 
a fraction of an inch or so. Some- 
times the movement hag been 
so slight that you can correct 
the situation by enlarging the 
hole in the little metal plate 
with a small file. In some cases 
this can be done without even 
having to take the metal plate 
off the door jamb. 

Life, of course, is not always 
quite sd simple. Sometimes that 
movement has been so great and 
the plate.and door latch are 
so far apart that there is noth- 
ing to do but reposition the 
plate so that the latch will fit 
into the hole. 

The plate is held in place with 
two wood screws. Take these 
out and mark the new position 
for the plate. 

Use a chisel to make the mor- 
tice and then refasten the plate 
into place. Fill in around the 
edges of the plate where neces- 
sary with plastic wood, give this 
a coat of paint and you're fin- 
ished. 


. Raised Doughnuts 

One cup milk, scalded and 
cooled. 

One package dry or one cake 
compressed yeast. 

One-half cup shortening, 
melted. 

One teaspoon salt. 

Three-fourths cup sugar. 

Two eggs, well beaten. 

Five cups sifted flour (about). 

Add cooled, scalded milk to 
dry yeast or crumbled yeast 
cake. Stir until dissolved. Add 
half the shortening, and the salt 
and sugar, stirring until dis- 
solved. Stir in well beaten eggs 
and half the flour, beating until 
smooth. Add remaining flour 
and shortening and mix well. 
Turn out on floured board and 
knead until smooth. 

Place dough in greased bowl, 
brush with melted shortening, 
cover, set in & warm place, and 
let rise until double in bulk. 
Turn out on lightly floured 
board, roll one-fourth-inch thick, 
and cut into narrow 6 by 1-inch 
strips. Tie strips in loose knots 
and place on greased baking 
sheet at least one inch apart. 
Cover and let rise in warm place 
until double in bulk. Fry in 
deep, hot fat (375 degrees F.) 
until brown, turning once. Drain 
on soft paper. Sprinkle with 
powdered sugar, if desired. 
Yield: three dozen doughnuts. 

Note: For a shorter process, 
yeast may be increased to two 
cakes.

T doesn’t take long for children to learn of the exist- 
| ence of money, When this discovery is made, along 
with the realization that its possession can accomplish 
many nice things, they want some for themselves. Money 
means little to them until they see it in action. Perhaps 
the boy next door has come into possession of a penny, 
so he takes your youngster to the store with him and 
shows him how, by simply handing it over to the man, he 
comes into possession of a piece of candy. That does it! 
Your youngster now knows about the magic stuff and 
wants some. 

This poses a problem for parents. What should they 

do about giving money to their children?

MR, L, is one of the latest of many to write me about 
this: 

“Our 4-year-old is beginning to demand pennies,” 
he explains. “How Can we teach him the real value of 
money? My wife and I were talking this over last night 
and she brought up the case of the famous millionaire who 
gave each of his children three dimes each week. One 
was to spend, one to give away, and one to save, Is that 
& good wey to start them off, in principle?” 

I don’t think so, Mr. L. You are going way ahead of 
their years. Besides, a child can’t learn the value of money 
if he is told what to do with it. You have to let him 
learn by making a few mistakes—just the way you and 1 
did! So many parents are uncertain about this that Mrs. 
Alma H. Jones, one of the child guidance experts of the 
American Institute of Family Relations, has prepared a 
leaflet on “What About Children’s Allowances?” I'll be glad 
to send a free copy to any reader, Enclose # stamped, self- 
addressed envelope with your request. 

x * * 

MEANWHILE, let me suggest a few principles: 

Start the child with an allowance as soon as he can 
count, Maybe it’s only two or three pennies a week at the 
outset. Maybe he’ll squander them promptly. Pay no at- 
tention to that. He has to learn, 

Never pay. for ordinary help around the home. 
owes that to the home as his share in the partnership. 

Increase the allowance gradually; pay it once a week 
punctually, 

Never use it for punishment, That ts, don’t say, “I’m 
taking a nickel off your allowance this week because you 
called your mother naughty names.” Find some more in- 
telligent method of discipline. On the other hand, if the 
child deliberately breaks something belonging to another, 
it may be fair to let him pay for it. 

By the time children are in school, the allowance 
should be big enough to cover their ordinary schoo] ex- 
penses, usually including part of their clothes, Help them 
to keep track of expenditures. 

Give children as much experience as possible in help- 
ing to spend (and also to save!) the family income. Let 
them do much of the routine buying. If you are taking a 
meal in a restaurant, let the child check the bill and 
pay the cashier. Lose no opportunity to help children 
learn the value of money, the importance of accounting, 
and the need for economy rather than extravagance, 

Any parent who will proceed along these lines will 
help his children to grow up into better citizens in this 
money-minded world.

| vadea Greece, Nicholas C. 
Christofilos, a young Ameri- 
can-born electrical engineer in 
Athens, found himself forced to 
work for the enemy. As over- 
seer of a truck repair depot, he 
supervised the labors of a force 
of Greek mechanics put to re- 
pairing German army vehicles. 
.For 25-year-old Nick the job, 
although distasteful, was child’s 
play. The hours were long co 
the actual work Was light. To 
faake the time pass more quick- 
ly, Nick decided to do some 
studying. Pursuing an interest 
he had long had in science, he 
started a self-education course, 
reading all the books he could 
find dealing with the various as- 
pects of nuclear phenomena. 
Today the man who began his 
study of nuclear physics under 
the eyes of German guards is 
regarded as one of the world’s 
most ingenious atomic engi- 
neers. . Recently the United 
States Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion acquired, for an undisclosed 
cash settlement, the rights to 
certain of his atomic patents. 
And he is now hard at work at 
Brookhaven National Laboratory 
here, along with other physi- 


‘cists, on the design studies for 


the possible construction of a 
new 50-billion volt atom smash- 
ér, a machine more than 20 
times as powerful as Brook- 
haven’s Cosmotron, which is the 
mightiest atom smasher in ex- 
istence in the world today. 
“Always I had the ambition 
to become something in sci- 
ence,” the self-taught atomic 
engineer explained. “From the 
beginning I was interested in 
accelerator machines because 
they were the only thing at that 
time that connected the engi- 
neer with atomic physics. And 
so, when I found time on my 
hands during the Nazi occupa- 
tion, I. began to study. There 
were many good books available, 
books dealing with isotopes, nu- 
clear reactions and the like. 
The Germans, to make propa- 
ganda, saw to it that we had 
many good hooks, even technical 
books, at a low price. And they 
could not object to my reading 
these books for, after all, the 
books were printed in German. 
I could not quit my job as su- 
pervisor because I would have 
been shot as a saboteur, so I 
stayed and started to study.” 
Among the books which young 
Christofilos pored over as the 
German army vehicles rumbled 
in and out of the repair work- 
shop were “Nuclear Physics 
Tables” by Joseph Mattauch 
and “An Introduction to Nuclear 
Physics” by Siegfried Fluegge, 
published in Berlin in 1942. Both 
Mattuch and Fluegge were mem- 
bers of the Kaiser Wilhelm In- 
stitute, center of German nu- 
clear research and scene of the 


discovery of nuclear fission in - 
1938.

UT of all the books he read, 
Pine one that interested Nick 

most was a book about acceler- 
ators, “Electrical High Voltage,” 
by Albert Bouwers, a scientist 
associated with the Philips Elec- 
tric Co., of Holland. Published 
in Berlin in 1939, the Bouwers 
book described in detail Ameri- 
can and European atom smash- 
ers. 

The more Nick read, the great- 
er his interest became in atom 
smashers. With the war's end, 
he set up an elevator installa- 
tion business in Athens, but still 
devoted every spare minute to 
study. He read all the scientific 
literature he could find and 
haunted the United States In- 
formation Service in Athens for 
publications dealing with the 
progress of American atomic 
scientists. 

“At the end of 1945, I start 
to have ideas,” Nick smiled. 

In that year he applied for his 
first atomic patent in Greece. 
Now, eight years later, the 
United States Atomic Energy 
Commission has acknowledged 

m as the originator of a prin- 
ciple that may permit construc- 
tion of atom smashers to speed 
up nuclear particles to energies 
in the tens of billions of volts. 


Even as a child, Nick pos- 
sessed an inventive and inguir- 
ing turn of mind. Born in Bos- 
ton, Mass., where his father had 
amassed a comfortable fortune 
as proprietor of a restaurant, 
young Nick moved to Athens 
with his family when he was 
seven years old. There his fa- 
ther presided over a_ coffee 
house, the type of establishment 
popular in European countries 
where citizens gather to drink 
coffee, read newspapers and en- 
joy each other’s company. 

A good scholar, Nick enjoyed 
school and at the age of 12 had 
already made up his mind to 
become an electrical engineer. 
In his teens, he built radio sets, 
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American-Born Engineer Became 
Self-Taught Expert in Greece 
While Country Was Occupied by 
Nazis — Working for U.S. Now 


later built his own transmitter 
and became a “ham” radio oper- 
ator. It was an enjoyable hobby 
until in 1936 the Greek govern- 
ment outlawed amateur trans- 
mission. 

By 1938, when Nick was just 
22, he had a degree in electrical 
and mechanical engineering 
from the National Technical 
University in Athens and had 
gone to work for a concern spe- 
cializing in the installation and 
maintenance of elevators for 
apartment and office buildings. 
Then in 1940 the Italian army 
invaded Greece, only to be 
thrown back half way across Al- 
bania. Then came the German 
army which occupied Greece 
and put Nick to work super- 
vising the repair of army trucks. 

“Those were hard times,” Nick 
recalls. “My salary was only 
a few dollars a month, But it 
was hard for others, too. People 
sold their jewels to eat. Greece 
was poor before the war, now it 
was still poorer.” 

But the eager young engineer 
took little notice of the hard 
times and the indignity of being 
forced to work for the Germans. 
His mind was too absorbed in 
his project to teach himself all 
he could about nuclear energy. 


By 1945, he beg4n to work out 
tentative designs for machines— 
synchrotons—much larger than 
the few atom smashers then in 
operation in Europe and Amer- 
ica, chiefly cyclotrons. In 1946 
he applied for a patent in Greece, 
and also in the United States, 
for a machine which was essen- 
tially a synchrotron. 

Later in the year, however, 
when scientific journals pub- 
lished during the war began to 
arrive in Athens, Nick learned 
that the synchrotron had been 
discovered independently by Dr. 
Edward McMillan of the . Uni- 
versity of California and V. 
Vechsler of Russia. But while 
those two well-known scientists 
had used the known magnetic 
focusing system of the betatron, 
Christofilos proposed an electro- 
static focusing scheme as well 
as the general design of a pro- 
ton synchrotron, with magnet 
excitation by motor, generator 
and flywheel. For these devel- 
opments he received an Ameri- 
can patent in 1950.

ICK forwarded copies of the 
Noatent application to the 

Radiation Laboratory, Univer- 
sity of California, Berkeley, 
where the cyclotron was invent- 
ed and where a four to six bil- 
lion volt proton synchrotron, 
called a Bevaiwordtron, was be- 
ing developed. 

Along with the copy of his 
patent application, the self- 
taught scientist enclosed a letter 
in which he told the old hands 
at Berkeley that he was sure he 
could show them how to build 
atom smashers more powerful 
than any they had ever dreamed 
of. The scientists were inter- 
ested but Nick’s mathematics 
threw them for a loss. 

“The way I treated the matter 
differed from the method used 
by theoretical physicists here,” 
the home-made atomic scientist 
smiled in some amusement. 

The California physicists wrote 
Nick in some detail about the 
questionable workability of the 
scheme. 


Far from being discouraged, 
Nick pursued his studies further 
and in 1949 and 1950 came up 
with a couple of new ideas. This 
time Nick was to hit the jackpot. 
It was for the rights to patents 
embodying these ideas that the 
AEC awarded him a cash settle- 
ment,

theories and the AEC settle- 


ment, there was a period of con- 
siderable confusion. 

With the filing of the applica- 
tions for patents on his new 
ideas for stabilizing the flight 
of nuclear particles, Nick again 
sent copies of the applications 
to Berkeley. And again the 
physicists, baffled by the Chris- 
tofilos mathematics failed to rec- 
ognize his genius. In fact, the 


Berkeley scientists did not fully 


examine his ideas which, it is 
now agreed,,niay make econom- 
ically feasible the construction 
of multi-billion volt atom 
smashers. ' 
In June of 1952, the Cosmo- 
tron, the two-billion volt syn- 
chrotron at Brookhaven began 
operating. Some features of the 


Operation of the machine were 
similar to those described in 
earlier Christofilos patent appli- 
And in December of 
1952, the Physical Review pub- 
lished proposals for “strong fo- 
cusing” atom smashers by Drs. 
E. D. Courant, M. S. Livingston,

H. S. Snyder and J. P. Blewett. 
Nick saw at once that the basic 
idea was quite similar to the one 
he described in the patents he 
had applied for in 1949 and 
1950. 


Nick wrote the United States 
Atomic Energy Commission 
about the matter and in Febru- 
ary of this year arrived in 
Washington for a conference 
with the Commission, which 
sponsors both the Radiation 
Laboratory at Berkeley, and the 
Brookhaven National Labora- 
tory here. The upshot was that 
the AEC acknowledged the pri- 
ority of the Christofilos patents. 


Scientists Courant, Living- 
ston, Snyder and Blewett also 
acknowledged Nick’s priority as 
originator of new theories for 
designing machines to speed up 
nuclear particles to ultra-high 
energies. In a letter in the 
Physical Review, the atomic ex- 
perts said: “After our proposal 
for strong-focusing accelerators 
had been published, our atten- 
tion was called to an unpub- 
lished manuscript by N. Chris- 
tofilos, entitled ‘Focusing Sys- 
tem for Ions and Electrons and 
Application in Magnetic Reso- 
nance Particle Accelerators.’ 


“Since Christofilos’s manu- 
script is known to have been 
prepared in early 1950, it is ob- 
vious that his proposal ante- 
dates ours’ by over two years. 
We are, therefore, happy to ac- 
knowledge his priority.” 


_ Today Nick is happily at work 
as a member of the Brookhaven 
Accelerator Development Divi- 
sion, which is one of four 
groups in the United States and 
another in Europe studying the 
feasibility of designing multi- 
billion volt atom smashers based 
on the strong-focusing principle. 
Nick is working side by side 
with two of the four men who in

self-schooled scientist in far-off 
Athens had beaten them to the 
idea by two full years.
